Domesday Book (1080—1086) ; The Liber Niger and Liber 
Ruber Scaccarii (1166-7); The Testa de NeviU (1216— 1307); 
Kirby's Quest * (1307) ; and the Book of Aids taken on 
the occasion of Edward III. making his eldest son a knight 
(1347), — are the chief sources in which collected accounts 
are to be found of the tenants who held of the King in 
capite, and of their subtenants. 

Every Norfolk topographer has a copy of Munford's 
excellent "Analysis of the Domesday Book of Norfolk;" and 
the " Testa de NeviU," which was printed by Government in 
1807, is in every large library. 

The "Liber Niger Scaccarii" has however only been printed 
once, more than a hundred years ago, f and copies of it 
are scarce and not easily accessible. It has been thought, 
therefore, that a reprint of so much of it as relates to 
Norfolk would not only be useful in itself, but would serve 
as an appropriate introduction to the Norfolk portion of the 
Book of Aids now printed for the first time. 

The "Liber Niger J Scaccarii" contains (i. a,) Cartae of the 
several tenants in chief, certifying what knights' fees they 
held, and what were held of them, as exhibited in the 12th 
or 13th Henry II., on the occasion of the Aid on the mar- 
riage of the King's daughter, (vide Thomas' Handbook to 
the Public Record Office, 1853, p. 168.)

It will be noticed The Liber Niger follows to a certain 
extent the form of Domesday Book, in dividing its infor- 
mation into returns of the different chief tenants, but does 
not give any particulars as to localities in which the tenants 
held. 

The Book of Aids is divided into hundreds, and in' each 
case begins by stating the name of the tenant actually in 
occupation of the land, and then works up from him to the 
tenant in capite, and from him to the king. 

The book was no doubt compiled- from a roll (p. 27), on 
which were entered the findings of jurors s,ummoned for 
each hundred (pp. 17 and 33). It refers to evidences 
extracted from the Liber Ruber (p. 77), a copy of which 
was probably handed to the Commissioners, to help them in 
their researches. The roll was most likely transcribed into 
the book when in London ; at all events it certainly was 
not copied by an East Anglian, or we should not see such 
mistakes as St. Benedict de Dulmo (p. 14), or Knavering 
for Clavering (p. 46). 

There is nothing for Norwich, and there are only three 
entries relating to the whole hundred of Brothercross.

FOR THE YEAR 1600-1.

Among the additional manuscripts * at the British Museum 
is preserved a thin paper volume of twenty-seven leaves, 
written' on both sides, which has this memorandum on the 
inside of the cover, " Compotus Receptoris reddil? Prioratus 
Hempton Norff. Liber Petri Le Neve jSTorroy." A later 
hand describes it as a "Rental of the Lands belonging to the 
Priory of Hempton, in Norfolk." f Upon an inspection of 
the MS., it proved to be of more interest than these 
memoranda would have led one to suppose, containing not 
only an account of the receipts, but also of the payments 
of the Priory of Hempton for the year 1500-1. It is given 
in the following pages nearly at length, the only part which 
has been curtailed being the receipts; for though about a 
third of the MS. is occupied by these, they are in most 
instances merely lists of the names of tenants with the rents 
paid by them. 

The value of documents such as this is so generally 
recognized that it would be impertinent to offer any obser- 
vations on that point ; but as some may be disinclined to

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peruse the whole account to make themselves acquainted 
with its details, it may not be out of place here to briefly 
sum up the principal heads of the information it contains. 

The bulk of the receipts consists of " Events of Assize " 
and rents of land ; other items are, the profits of fairs, toll 
of a water-mill, partly in cash and partly in grain ; sales of 
com, malt,* wool, and other small items not necessary to 
be particularised. At pp. 9^ and 10 is an account of the 
com received out of the bam and what became of it; 
whether sold, consimied in the house, malted, or used for 
seed. From this latter item the extent of land under 
cultivation by the convent may be inferred. The payments 
begin at foKo 10% and are arranged under various heads ; such 
as repairs, cost of cutting reed, " Thack," and underwood ; 
articles bought for the kitchen and brew-house ; agricultural 
implements and harness ; expenses connected with the fold, 
haymaking, weeding, reaping, and thrashing.f 

At fo. 15 we find the travelling expenses of certain oflBcers 
or servants of the convent ; and on 16* is the money laid out 
in candles and oatmeal, and in bread, wine, and wax for the 
services of the church, followed by the expenses incurred in 
maintaining the water-mill, in working order. 

Folios 16* and 17 are occupied by " Donis datis.'* Some 
of these " gifts '' appear to have been compulsory payments, 
others were small presents to those who had rendered the 
convent some small service — as to an itinerant sow-geld er, or 
to a man for bringing back strayed sheep, or to messengers 
or persons bringing presents. Thus the civility of the Prior 
of Cokesford who sends his neighbours at Hempton some 
Sperlings is rewarded with a groat, and his servant's labour 
with two pence.

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On foKos 17* and 18 we find payments to a few of the 
tenants, their rents, or portions of their rents, apparently 
being returned to them ; and also rents and payments to 
certain religious houses, manors, &c. : whilst the canons' 
stipends, and the wages and livery of the convent servants, 
are given on fo. 18*. 

At fo. 19 conunences what I think will be considered the 
most curious part of the accoimt. First, we have the 
expenses "in domo" and "in coquine," consisting in the 
one case of purchases of peas, hempseed, mustard-seed, and 
salt, and in the other of salt fish, lyngs, herrings, and a 
boar; the whole of the fish being bought of the Prior of 
Weyboume. Then follow what would appear to be the 
cook's weekly bills of provisions purchased for the whole 
year, ranging from Is. 7d. to 6s. 7d. per week. 

Here to a certain extent we may see the bill of fare of the 
canons at Hempton for a year. We find them eating goose 
at Michaelmas, (two cost sixpence) and plum-pudding at 
Christmas (a pound of "rese corans" were 2^d.) The 
price, of a calf was 18d., of a sucking pig 4d., and of a 
boar 4s. ; and pepper was Is. lOd. and 2s. 4d. a poimd. 
These bills do ndt represent the entire consumption of the 
convent, but merely shew what was purchased. At folios 
9* and 10 we find there were used "in domo" 3 coombs 
of wheat, 55 coombs of mestlyn, 121J coombs of barley, 
besides 11 coombs "in hostrino," 11 coombs of oats, besides 
7 coombs " in hostrino," and 1 coomb of peas. At folio 7^ 
of the 23 coombs of mestlyn received for the toll of the 
mill, 6 coombs were expended in the house. At folio 7* are 
debited the amounts arising from the sale of the hides of 
four steers, one cow, eight calves, and of a hundred and a 
half and ten sheepskins. And as we find no mention of the 
carcases, we may fairly presume they were eaten. 

It would be interesting to know how many mouths this 
consumption of food represents, but it is feared this cannot

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be arriyed at yery accurately. It would seem that there 
were not more than three canons, including the prior ; but 
there were thirteen or fourteen seryants, (fo. 18*) who no 
doubt boarded in the conyent, as well as Sir Michael Gtjmer 
and Nicholas Forster, (fo. 8.) 

I will not descend to further details, as those to whom the 
subject is of interest will prefer to analyse the accoimt for 
themselyes, and those to whom it is not will scarcely thank 
me for the particulars already giyen.

Manlguet, melegette, the spice called 
grains, or grains of Paradise. — Goto."

Some years ago the Court Rolls of the Manor of Bumham 
in Ilorfolk^ extending from the reign of Edward I. to that 
of Charles II., were lent me to go over for antiquarian 
purposes, and the notes I then took from them, haying 
served their original purpose, may, I think, afford the 
material for an article exemplifying in some sUght degree 
the routine of our ancestors' lives in mediaeval times. 

The Manor of Bumham, to which these rolls relate, ran, 
I should think, into all the ''Seven Bumhams," one of 
which (Bumham Thorpe) is so well known as the birthplace 
of Nelson. 

It had a large seaboard, which produced no small portion 
of its revenue by flotsam and jetsam, for the low treacherous 
sand lulls and banks, locally called the "Meles," proved 
fatal to many ships. < 

A more dangerous spot, indeed, could not well be imagined 
in old times ; and the mariner who found himself in a heavy 
sea off its black coast before the era of lighthouses, with only 
the solitary glimmer of the lamp said to have been nightly 
exposed on Cromer church tower to guide him, might well 
have resigned himself to his fate. His ship and cargo would 
have proved a bone of contention between the tenants of 
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this and the adjoining manor^ while he^ had he been cast 
ashore alive, would probably have been knocked on the head 
for the sake of his clothes. 

In the 27th Edward I., John Man and William son of 
Matilda Hilde were distrained on by the lord for the recovery 
of a tunic, boots, socks, &c., which they had found on a 
dead body cast up with a wreck. 

In the 1st Edward II. the lord seems to have reaped a 
great harvest of wreck, for I find presentments against 
different people for carrying away or concealing a hide 
worth 12d., two planks, and a hatch or box, a quantity 
of cheese and meat, a load of logs and poles, two pieces of 
copper, one piece of iron, and other things which belonged 
to the lord " as wreck from a broken ship." * 

In the 9th Henry VI. a timber ship seems to have come 
ashore, possibly belonging to Shipden harbor, as most of 
its cargo consisted of articles much traded with there. Two 
hundred "waynesket," two hundred "clapholt," and three 
lasts of pitch and tar came by its loss to the lord as " wjreck 
of the sea," and a thousand more "waynsket " planks strewed 
the beach far and wide between the demesne of this manor 
and that of the Duke of Gloucester adjoining. 

At different times in the same year thirty bimches of flax, 
five bow staves, and five chests were found on the Meles, as 
also were the bodies of three men, " one of whom had in his 
purse ten pounds, and the other two had nothing in their 
purses," as the steward naively puts it. 

A year or two afterwards "certain planks of a broken 
ship which came on the seashore at the Meles as wreck," 
were valued at 40s., half of which belonged to the lord and 
the other half to the Duke of Gloucester. 

* ** De wrecko de nayis fracte." This expression is a singularly expressive 

one, and has often been used in poetry, for example, in the ballad of Sir 

Patrick Spens — 

"The waves came over the broken ship 

Till all her sides were torn.*' 
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In later years the rolls grow a little more explicit in de- 
scribing the wreck, and we read in 1st Edward VI. of a 
mast of fir called a " mesen mast/' for the use of a vessel 
of ten tons, with one sail cloth belonging thereto, and the 
sailyard of the same mast also of fir, were thrown up on the 
shore between the new haven and the lord's lodge on the 
Meles in Bumham Overy. 

Wreck, however, did not afford the only revenue which 
the lord derived from the sea. He was, it seems, entitled to 
jetsam of another sort. In the 16th Henry VI. Robert 
Castre was presented for concealing from the lord a fish 
called "Le Sele,"* and a fish called "Le Porpoyse," which 
by right he should have accounted for to the lord, to whom 
they belonged. The lord, moreover, had salt marshes in 
which oysters grew, and in the 25th Henry VI. John 
Goldale, John Qunne, and Robert Ghmne were proceeded 
against for entering and stealing from them by night. 

With sandy soil of course were rabbits, and with rabbits 
poachers at all times; and this manor, with its extensive 
warrens, must have afforded great temptations to the rustic 
mind, especially if the rabbits were half as plentiful in olden 
days as they are at present, for they now literally swarm 
over the sand hills near the sea. 

John Gunne, jun., the same individual as is just recorded 
as an oyster stealer, and whom we must, I fear, set down as a 
confirmed poacher, was presented the next year for breaking 
the burrows (nides) of the rabbits in the lord's warren, while 
others are recorded as having ferretted and used hooks to 
catch rabbits. 

Whether the adjacent abbey of North Creake was unable 
to obtain rabbits in a legitimate way, or whether its 
domestics preferred to break the monotony of religious 
exercises with a little unnecessary poaching, I do not know, 

* After heavy weather seals are still often thrown up exhausted on the beach. 
I saw one the autumn before last at Cromer. 
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but on more than one occasion they are fined for trespassing 
in pursuit of conies in this manor with '^ fdrretts, hooks, nets 
and other engines," once being fined £10 (then a very large 
sum) for doing so. 

Other ecclesiastical retainers also seem to have used these 
warrens without leave. In 24th Henry VI., John Mey, late 
servant of John Short, canon, and John Kyng, farmer of the 
Prior of Walsingham, were presented for taking and carrying 
away rabbits with dogs, and snares called ^^ Harepypes," 
which I presume to have been long pipes of canvass or other 
material fitted to the mouth of the burrow. 

Possibly the use of dogs in such illegitimate pursuits as 
those just mentioned may account for the wildness which the 
canine race of Bumham seem to have exhibited in the way 
of harrying sheep, &c. In the 2nd Henry YI., John Benge 
was noted as keeping a dog which was destructive to the 
lord^s warren ; while, three years after, such another dog, 
belonging to Henry Dallyng of Bumham Norton, frightened 
away twenty-six sheep of John Shropham, and his master 
was commanded to get rid of him ; and later in the reign, 
John Foster and John Vale were presented for keeping dogs 
which chase and strangle sheep. In fact, entries of the sort 
are numerous, and in some cases indeed we hear of " dan- 
gerous dogs given to biting men." 

The lord, it seems, did not confine his paternal care to 
repressing dogs, for in 26th Henry VI. John King was fined 
for keeping two bulls " which destroy the corn of different 
tenants, and rush at men with their horns." 

Pigs, too, seem to have been imder the lord's special care. 
Nimierous entries occur, especially temp. Edward VI., of 
tenants being fined for not keeping their swines' snouts 
ringed, to prevent them grubbing up pastures, tree roots, &c. 
In this court> by the way, it seems the pig enjoyed the Tin- 
usual privilege of not being slandered with impunity. In 
28th Edward I., John Doget is fined 6d. because he slandered 
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(yilipendelat) a pig beloBging to Martin de Southmere while 
the latter was selling it, whereby he lost the sale. Unluckily 
the entry does not give the actual words of the slander, but 
we are irresistibly drawn to the conclusion that they must 
have related to the alleged measliness of the animal. 

For refractory or straying animals the lord had a pound, 
which seems not to have been respected as much as it might 
have been, for there are several instances of pound-breach, 
e.g.y Reymer Grim broke open the pound of the lord, and 
took away his horse which had been captured by the bedel. 

Assaults are frequently noticed, and generally punished, 
and from the frequency of such double-barrelled entries as 
" John Aubrey drew blood of Henry Strabald, and Henry 
Strabald drew blood of John Aubrey," (28th Edward I.) I 
am inclined to think the rustics were more quarrelsome than 
they are now. All blood-drawing seems to have been noticed, 
e,g.y "Martin Kutt drew blood of Sichard Togood, but 
accidentally only and not feloniously, therefore it is con- 
doned ; " while another man is heavily fined for striking a 
companion on the cheek with his fist, (11th Henry VI.) 
One entry points to a bad state of things by mentioning a 
man having taken a bribe to strike another, and assaulting 
and striking him accordingly in the night time, (32nd 
Edward II.) 

A burglary or two are mentioned, as are several thefts and 
receptions of stolen goods, for example, in 6th Edward YI., 
John Ladyman was presented as a petty thief for taking two 
pounds of wool, worth lOd., of the goods of Edward Coltes, 
and is fined 12d., while Nicholas Deene, who received the 
wool after it was stolen, was mulcted in a like amount. 

The lord seems, however, not to have had any power of 
inflicting personal punishment or imprisonment, though he 
had power to order an inquiry into suspicious circumstances, 
as when, in 3rd Edward VI., Hugh Paule "suspiciously 
introduced " a grey gelding into the manor, which he sold to 
one of the tenants, the lord directed his bailiff to inquire

into the truth of the matter, and if it came out that the 
gelding were stolen to seize it for his use. 

But perhaps the most amusing of all the mediaeval mis- 
demeanors mentioned in these rolls ia eavesdropping or skulk- 
ing> which seems to have commenced, or at least to have been 
first presented, in the 26th Henry VI., when Robert son of 
Edmund Palle was fined sixpence ^^for standing at night 
under the windows of John Gasele,* to hear the secrets of the 
said John." 

A dozen years later John Bourdye was presented to be a 
common skulker under the windows of his neighbors and in 
the church and elsewhere, to hear the secrets of his said 
neighbors, to the bad example of others ; and the same year 
Simon Burden was also reported to be a skulker in the 
church and elsewhere to hear the conversation of his neigh- 
bors. This however is the last entry of the kind I can dis- 
cover, so I hope the habit died out. 

Among other nocturnal crimes rife in the district, I regret 
to find adultery, e.g, in the 5th Henry VI., Thomas Sawer 
was reported as frequently committing adultery with Beatrix 
the wife of William Smyth, and, as he did not wish to justify 
himself, was ordered to amend by next court or forfeit 208. 

Nor were the unmarried women of the place wholly con- 
tinent, for, among others, Sibilla the daughter of Hichard 
Spryt, ^' a bond-servant of the lord by blood," was presented 
for bearing two daughters "extra matrimonium," as the 
steward delicately puts it, and is fined after the rate of six to 
the £. or 3s. 4d. each child. Possibly the fact that such 
tenants as were not * free ' had to pay for the lord's license 
to marry t did not tend to improve the morality of the 
female population. 

Taken as a whole, I fear that the manners^ of the commoner

t Several instances occur on the rolls of this manor of lines being paid for 
such licenses during the reigns of Edward I. and II. 
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sort were rough and their customs beastly. Even the august 
presence of the lord does not seem to have overawed them. 
In the 27th Edward I., Reginald Brun was filed " for a vile 
contempt done to the lord and his bailiffs in full court," 
which is specified on the roll more explicitly than it can be 
here. His bad example seems to have^ been contagious and 
to have caused others to sin ; for next year, Matthew Le 
Neve committed "an enormous contempt to* the lord and 
his bailiff in full court," of a nature not specified, and pro- 
bably therefore of a very gross character. In the 5th Henry 
VI. the bailiff was insulted, and even as late as 2nd James I. 
one man behaved himself contemptuously in court, and 
another bore liimself badly by using indecent words in the 
hearing of the steward. 

The public rights and duties of the tenants were numerous. 
" Faldage," or the right to set up a sheepfold in fields not 
belonging to the sheepowner, was common here, but we hear 
oftener of a species of common called "Shaka," probably 
identical with the "Shackage" of South Norfolk, which con- 
sisted of a right to send out pigs or other animals to feed off a 
neighbor's corn field after the corn was cut and carried. This 
right the tenants seem never to have been tired of exceeding 
or squabbling about, and we often find recorded in classically 
beautiful Latin how A. B. and 0. D. "injuste shakraverunt 
omnibus gregibus suis in campo de Bumhamthorp,'' how 
E. F. "injuste shakavit cum vaccis suis," &c., and how G. H. 
" shakavit cum equis vaccis et porcis." 

The lord's coiirt served not only to redress these private 
wrongs, but to look after the public convenience and rights 
with as much vigilance as, and more efficacy than, a modem 
Board of Works. 

In the 2nd Henry VI., William Burden was presented for 
having divers trees growing in front of his house, so hanging 
over the king's highway that they troubled the neighbors 
and tenants of the manor walking along the said road. 
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Trees and other commonable things, however, were well 
looked after when in their proper places, and breaking down 
and carrying away boughs of ash trees, or cutting and carry- 
ing furze, broom, or rushes, growing on the Holmes, were all 
pimishable offences. 

The same authority saw to the reparation of the roads. 
In 11th Henry VI. the whole town of Bumhamthorp was 
presented for not raising or repairing the way near Skottis- 
went, which was in so bad a state that carts could not pass 
along it, and fifteen years later Robert Gunne was fined for 
not being ready to make a " porallus," — ^what we now call a 
" purrily way." * 

Many references to disputed boundaries and alleged en- 
croachments we might reasonably expect to find in so litigious 
a coimt'y as Norfolk, where a labourer imbibed his love of 
law at the plough tail, and where one farmer is said to have 
sued another because the latter's mare put her head over the 
hedge between their fields. Nor should we be disappointed, 
for there are many such entries, e.g.y in 14th Henry VI. 
William Thaxter was presented for encroaching one foot on 
his neighbor's land, as the steward (rather severely) states 
" to the grave injury and bad example " of the pubKc. In 
the 26th Henry VI. a man was fined for tethering a bullock 
near his neighbor's field so that it could eat his neighbor's 
grass. 

Removal of boundary, or, as we should call them in Norfolk, 
dole stones, was always and rightly considered a bad offence, 
and was always punished, especially when done under suspi- 
cious circumstances, as when Laurence Henk in 2nd Henry 
VI. "skarravit"t a boundary stone between the lord's lands 
and those late of Adam Henk in the night time.

<* abradicavi't quandam bundam." 
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The Abbot of Creake (who by the way was always in 
hot water with the lord of this manor*) too, ploughed 
up (subarravit) in the 14th Henry VI. a "bound" at 
Creykyston dividing the villages of Biirnham Thorp and 
North Creake. 

Very little can be gleaned from these rolls as to the em- 
ployments of the non-agricultural tenants. Tanning and 
glove making were carried on in the reign of Edward VI., 
for we find Thomas Harryson, glover, mulcted for letting the 
stinking water from l;is skins run into the street to the 
injury of the inhabitants, and Edmund Colteys and Thos. 
Herryson were presented about the same time for placing 
sheep skins in the common brook. 

Bakers and brewers there were, of course, and the former 
seem to have been a troublesome class of men, if we may 
judge from the numerous presentments against them. For 
example, John Smythe, in 6th Edward VI., was fined for 
refusing to sell anything to his neighbors, "extra dominum 
[sic] suum." "Whether this means that he refused to sell 
any bread at all, or merely objected to go his rounds with a 
basket, I will not pretend to say. Probably, however, it 
was the former, as the year before John Plommer's wife 
(whom the steward parenthetically remarked was a common 
tippler) was fined for refusing to sell bread f to the king's 
subjects. 

White bread was a forbidden luxi^'y, being probably 
thought wasteful, and, 1st Edward VT., certain men were

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fined 3d. each for being bakers and sellers of white bread 
within the precincts of the lete. 

Com grown in the villenage of the manor was apparently 
only to be consumed within it^ for John Bake, in 28th 
Edward I., was fined for storing away beyond its bounds 
com which had been grown in the manor. 

Twice only do our records give us a glimpse of aught but 
parochial history. The first is on the 13th of November, 
3rd Edward YI., when four of the tenants of the manor, 
Geoffrey Comber, John Water, Kobert Palmer, and Walter 
Buckham by name, then lying in Lynn gaol, were solemnly 
declared to have forfeited all their lands for collecting 
together about the months of July and August then last, 
at a certain place called Bysyng Chace, and another called 
Mussold Heath, near Norwich, "bellose vi et armis, viz. 
gladiis fustis arcubis sagittis loricis et aliis armaturis'' 
against the King with a certain Bobert Kett, to the comfort 
and support of the latter. John Meryell had also for the 
same cause forfeited all his lands, &c., he not only having 
been with the said Bobert Kett, but (what seems to have 
been an aggravation of his crime in the eyes of the lord) also 
having been cut to pieces (trucidatus) as it was supposed, 
by the king's soldiers. 

The other case was in 1642, when Laurence Woodrow 
was fined 40s. for maliciously vociferating with a high voice 
in open court most vicious and scandalous words of the lord 
of the manor, viz., " Such unconscionable Slaves as you are 
trouble the Kinge and the Parliament," and other vicious 
words, tending to the grave ignominy of the lord. 

A word or two as to the nomenclature of the villasrers 
must close this short sketch of their history. Their names 
were, during the fourteenth century, obviously making from 
day to day, and many a family must have owed its patronymic 
to a happy nickname flung at its progenitor by some local 
wit, and unanimously adopted by his neighbors. Like a 
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chapter of the Pilgrim^s Progress reads a roll, which tells 
us of men called Goodheart, Hardy, Sincere, Turncoat, 
DuUman, Dearbought, Gathergood, Toogood, Goodcook, 
Piemaker, Freshbread, Whitebread, Hardbeans, Makehaste, 
Drawsword, WagpoU, Greenhood, Smoothhead, Newcomein, 
Truelove, Makemaiden, and Bake. Yet all these, and more 
of the same sort, were common names among the tenants of 
this manor. 

A very few were Norman, Le Cursun, Le Neve, Cressy, 
Le Fevere, Bygot, and Maunvyle, being all I can find ; while 
the majority of the remainder were Danish,* as Haldeyn, 
Sweyn, Helkere, Alger, Thurkes, Thurloe,t Niker, Loker, 



* Other traces of Danish occupation here are to he found in the names of 
small localities, as Thyrs pit, Grimes croft, Sekkers yard, Ostersteldgate, Haldo, 
&c., &c. 

t I came across the following entries relating to the family of Thurloe, or 
Thurlow, the ancestors of the Lord Chancellor, which may interest some.

Deceased is 

of full age, but does not appear. 
14th Eliz. "Wm. Thurlowe, another son of "Wm. Thurlowe. 
32nd Eliz. Robert Thurlowe is dead, and John Thurlowe is his son and heir. 
42nd Eliz. Richard Thurlowe is dead, and Edward Thurlowe is his son and 

heir. 
1632. John Thurlowe died two years past, and John Thurlowe is his son and 

lieir, aged one year [sic]. 
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Jennesson, Thommcsson, &c. Hilda was long a common 
Christian name. 

John Thnrlpwe died 1632 ; John Thurlowe is his heir at law at ante; 
Henry Thurlowe, brother of John the father, is appointed guardian. 
11th Chas. I. Wm. Thurlowe, steward. 
1640. Robert Thurlowe is dead, and that John Thurlow is his son and heir. 

Katherine is the mother of the infant, is aged eighteen. 
2l8t Chas. I. Wm. Thurlowe is dead ; Bridget Thurlowe his sLster, and John 

Thurlow, son of Nicholas Thurlow. 
29th May, 1651. John Thurlowe, gent., was lord of the manor. 
15th Chas. II. John Thurlowe is dead, and John Thurlowe, who is his son 
and heir, aged eight, appears by his uncle Henry Thurlowe. 

Christopher Thurlowe is dead, and Thomas Thurlowe is his next heir ; 
land which Christopher Thurlowe had after the death of iKatherine 
Comber, his mother. 

Thos. Thirlowe, gent., surrenders land called Thurspitt Close, in 
Bumham Sutton, abutting on land late of Edward Thurlowe, gent., 
before of Wm. Thurlowe, which he had after the death of Christopher 
Thurlowe his brother. 
John Thirlowe surrenders land to Robert Displyne of Stanhowe. 
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No less than seventy-five * Guilds existed at different times 
within the town of Lynn, without reckoning its suburbs of 
North Lynn, West Lynn, or Lynn Petri ; and it has been 
thought that a catalogue of these Guilds, giving references 
to such of the Certificates made in the 12th Richard II. as 
still exist, may be useful to local topographers. Forty-three 
of these certificates are preserved among the miscellaneous 
records of the Chancery at the Public Record Office. The 
late Mr. Toulmin Smith, in his posthumous work on English 
GrildSy published for the Early English Text Society, has 
printed twenty-one of these, and translations of five more f 
will be found in an Appendix to this paper. 

Richards, in his History of Lynn, (Lynn, 1812) vol. i. p. 
416, prints a list of thirty-one Lynn Guilds from Mr. King's 
MS. volume, references to which are given in the subjoined 
Catalogue. 

To this catalogue it is proposed to prefix some remarks 
as to the character of the regulations and origin of these

It will, perhaps, be best to begin with a few remarks about 
the strictly business part of the Guild. 

It was originated, no doubt, by the small chaplains and 
minor priests in much the same way, and for much the same 
objects, as the present Benefit and Friendly Societies are by 
enterprizing publicans, viz., to bring grist to the mill. A 
flourishing guild, which maintained a chaplain and kept a 
Ught ever burning before an image or a shrine, and which 
buried its dead with pomp and paid for many masses an- 
nually, was no bad customer to the church. 

Sometimes, possibly, a layman originated it, and this 
would no doubt be the case in the merchants' or trade 
guilds, in which religion played a less important part. 

Such founder was, it is thought, reKeved from payment 
of all subscriptions, &c., in return for the trouble he had 
taken. (Vide Holy Cross, and vide Mr. Smith's remarks at 
page 85 of his English Gilds), 

As far as possible, the framers of the Guild rules seem to 
have desired to keep their members independent of the 
conmion law, and some of their rules were very salutary. 

Disputes among members were, as much as might be, to 
be settled by agreement or reference ; and no member could 
bring a suit at law against another without obtaining leave 
from the alderman, and no brother was allowed to become a 
pledge or surety for another in any plea or suit without 
similar leave (Shipman's). In another guild, any quarrel 
was to be settled, if possible, by the alderman, and if not, the 
parties might proceed to the law where they listed. 

Any brother or sister bearing another any falsehood or 
wrong had to pay half-a-poimd of wax to the light (St. 
Peter). In another case, any one guilty of any falsehood, 
theft, or wrong, was to l^ave the fraternity for ever. 

Any one rebelling against the laws of Holy Church to 
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lose the benefits of the guild until amendment (St. Leonard) ; 
and a similar penalty overtook him who was rebel against 
the king and unbuxom against the church. 

He who was *' rebel or unbuxom *' against the alderman 
in time of drink or of morwespeche, paid four pounds of wax 
(Shipman^s). But a far heavier penalty, viz., two stone 
of wax, was incurred by the man who disclosed the secrets 
of the guild to any strange man or woman [ibid.-] 

Other guilds (St. John Baptist and St. Mary) visited the 
sin of betraying secrets far lighter, imposing a penalty of 
one pound only ; but another guild had a rule " that no 
brother or sister shall discuse the conseil of his fraternity 
to ne strangere " on pain of forfeiture of his fraternity for 
evermore. 

Besides the religious meetings referred to hereafter, there 
were generally three or four momspeches, morwspeches, or 
speakings, or business meetings, when, as the certificate of 
the Guild of Yoimg Scholars tells us, it was the duty of the 
master of the guild to see that the guild goods had been 
spent and properly accounted for. 

These meetings were held at the Guild Hall, and were 
fixed for certain days, generaUy named in the ordinances 
of each guild, though in one case (St. Francis) the alderman 
had power to fix their date. 

In any case the Dean had to give notice or remind the 
members of these meetings, and if he failed to do so was 
fined for each case. 

Every member who, being in Lynn on the day of medting; 
did not attend, was fined, as was any one who did not come 
punctually to the trysting hour, after prime struck (St. 
Thomas) or after prime thrice struck (St. Edmund). 

If, annoyed at being fined for being a few minutes late, 
he should " set him down and grucche," (grumble) he was 
doubly fined or turned out of the fraternity (St. Edmund 
and St. Laurence). 
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The SkjYjBS, or Stewaids, first put in written accounts 
for the past year (St. James) and Touched them, and state- 
ments were made how the goild goods had been expended. 
The remaining guild chattels or goods were sometimes^ it 
seemsy produced before the alderman at the general meeting, 
(St Thomas of Ganterbuiy and St. Peter) and the skeyyns 
who were chosen for the following year had to give security 
for the guild property. 

The election of officers for the ensuing year then com- 
menced. The officers were an alderman, one or two skeyyns, 
(four St. Anthony) and a dean, and sometimes a clerk 

Such officers were not, it seems, chosen by the general 
body of members, though why not, it would be difficult to 
say ; but the general method was for the outgoing alderman 
to call up four or more brethren whose business it was to 
choose th^n. In one case the four chosen by the alderman 
called up four more, and the eight chose the officials, (St. 
Francis) a far niore sensible way. 

When elected, the new aldermen and other officials made 
oath before the old aldermen to keep the ordinances of the 
gaild (St. Laurence and St. Francis). 

The offices of aldermen and skeyyns seem to haye been 
entirely honorary * and no salary, nor, as far as I can make 
out, any emolument, saye an extra allowance of ale attached 

to them. 

The dean and clerk were, howeyer, paid seryants, their 
annual salaries being generally sixpence and eightpence 
respectiyely, yearly, and upon them, probably, the real 
management of the business fell. 

Any one chosen to fill any one of the guild offices, but 
refusing to act, was fined according to the dignity of the 
office he renounced : — an alderman, say, two pounds, a 

* Except in the Purification Guild, when the aldermen and skeTyns had 
fourpcnce each besides their ale. 
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skyvyn one pound, and a dean half-a-pound of wax, which 
no doubt went in aid of the guild light. 

The Alderman was to be . . . "wise and witty . . . able and- 
cunning to rule and govern the coippany (St. Anthony) in 
the worship of God" (St. Leonard). 

The Skevyns were to be " trust men, and true to keep and 
receive the goods and. chattels of the guild," [fS/rf.] half of 
them in St. Francis' guild were to be Mars, this guild being 
kept in, the convent of Friars minor. 

The Bean was to "warn the guild brethren as is the 
custom in the town of Lynn," [ibid.'] or to warn them to 
come together when the alderman send for them, or any 
other occasion which might be to the honour and worship 
of the guild (St. Francis). 

The Clerk was to write and enter the names and necessaries 
of the guild (St. Thomas of Canterbury). 

After the election of officials, it is probable that a yearly 
election of ordinary members took place. In two guilds 
(St. George the Martyr, and St. Giles and St. Julian) we 
know that it is so, for the rules state that new members shall 
be admitted only at general meetings, except by the assent 
of all. 

Candidates for election into the St. GKles and St. Julian 
Gnild had to be introduced by two brethren, who testified 
that he was a good man and able, and of good conversation. 
A countryman might be elected at any time, if known to be 
of good conversation (St. George Martyr). 

On being admitted, the new member was sworn by the 
alderman to keep the statutes (St. Peter). 

On entrance, the new member paid a certain sum towards 
the guild stock, varying according to the importance of the 
guild, and also fees ("the rights of the house") to the 
alderman, dean, and clerk, and a contribution to the wax 
stock. 

When all the elections were over, no doubt the annual 
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subscriptions were got in, and the charitable contributions, 
which each member was bound to make for the benefit of the 
poor brethren, were collected. The guild statutes were to 
be read out at each meeting by the alderman, who was fined 
if he did not do so (St. Francis). 

This done, we can imagine the table would be spread for 
the guild feast, and from the great stress all the certificates 
lay on the quantiuns of ale, and from the penalties attached 
on any one who improperly entered the ale chamber, which 
no doubt adjoined the guild hall, I cannot but think that 
originally there was a great deal of drinking to very Kttle 
eating. 

Before drinking, however, the light belonging to the 
guild was Kt, and the clerk stood up and bade silence while 
he prayed or said the bedes for the peace and state of Holy 
Church and the peace and state of the land (St. George 
Martyr and Nativity of St. John the Baptist). And any one 
making a noise or jangling during prayer-time was fined. 

The alderman's allowance of ale, "while it lasteth," was 
generally two gallons, the skyvyns a gallon, the dean a 
pottle, and the clerk a pottle. 

" While it lasteth " sounds much as if the carouse were 
kept on de die in diem till the liquor was spent, and in fact 
this is borne out by the Nativity of St. John the Baptist 
Certificate, which refers to prayers oflfered "every night 
while drink lasteth" (and vide St. George Martyr). 

Absent friends, however, were not forgotten, and the 
brethren decidedly drank fair whatever they did, for any 
brother or sister absent at drinking time, whether from 
illness or from being on pilgrimage, had a gallon of ale set 
by for him (St. Thomas of Canterbury, Holy Cross, &c., &c.) 

Members were expected to be on their best behaviour 
during both business and convivial meetings. 

Any one jangling in time of drink or momspech, or 
making any other noise to annoy the company, after the 
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dean had called him to order by commanding him to be still, 
paid half a pound of wax (St. John Baptist) and any one still 
persevering in his obnoxious conduct, had to do penance by 
taking or holding the rod tendered him by the alderman, 
was further fined, and if stiU recalcitrant, ejected from the 
brotherhood. 

If any one maliciously gave his brother the lie, or was 
rebeUious of his tongue against or despised the alderman, he 
too was fined (St. Thomas of Canterbury, and Conception). 

For graver offences the punishment was yet heavier, and 
any one striking another at any momspeche or time of drink, 
had to pay four pounds of wax (Holy Cross). 

The hardest rule to my mind, however, was that which 
fined a man overcome by the potency of the guild brew,* for 
sleeping in time of drink, or letting the cup stand by him 
(Conception and St. Edmund). 

These regulations were doubtless foimd necessary by ex- 
perience ; and as there is seldom smoke without fire, we may 
well imagine these drinking bouts were not the most orderly 
affairs, and were not altogether free from jangling, noise, 
and drunken sleep. 

No one was to come in a tabard nor in a cloak, nor bare- 
legged or barefoot (St. Thomas of Canterbury, Conception, 
and St. Edmund); nor with his cap or hoodf on, nor in 
any rustic manner (Holy Trinity). 

In the Merchants' Guild there was a janitor, with whom 
the servants of the brethren had to leave their caps and 
cloaks while they entered and spoke to their masters. When 

* All seem to haye drunk ale except the great merchants or Holy Trinity 
Guild, whose liquor was wine (Richards, 454). The alderman had four gallons, 
and the dean, clerk, and skyyyns two gallons, on the first day, and half that 
allowance on subsequent days. From these allowances no doubt, however, the 
officials must have had to treat their friends or guests. 

*)- Each brother able to do so was to pay for a liVery hood, and wear it at 
every momspeche and burying (St. George Martyr and Holy Cross). It was to 
be kept two years (Shipman). 
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iliey had done their basiness they were to go^ but might 
drink once or twice standing before they went. 

Having now referred to the feasting customs which formed 
80 important part of the regulations of the Lynn 'Guilds, we 
may torn to the religious observancesy which are not so 
prominent a feature here as at Norwich. 

The usual ceremony seems to have been to go to church 
together the Sunday after the feast-day of the guild and hear 
a mass ; in some cases meeting at a rendezvous '' fairly and 
honestly arrayed/' and walking thither in procession to the 
place of worship. 

Only one image is specially mentioned in the certificates 
as being sustained by a Lynn guild, and that is one of 
St. "William, which the Young Scholars kept in a tabernacle, 
finding six tapers to bum before the same each festiyal 
day. . 

Nearly every guild, however, found six candles or lights ; 
St. Anthony's was a candle of a pound weight burning every 
festival day in time of service ; St. Thomas of Canterbury's, 
a two-pound candle before its patron saint's image; while 
a light of five candles to bum in the church of St. Margaret 
was sustained by the guild of St. Lawrence ; St. George the 
Martyr guild kept five candles burning beford the altar 
of St. George on festival days, and three torches on the 
principal day at mass, &c., and also found a priest to serve 
at the altar of St. George. 

Provision for the sustenance of indigent members of the 
guild is made in nearly every case. The members of St. 
Anthony's guild relieved their poor brother by each giving 
him a penny yearly. The guilds of St. Thomas of Canter- 
bury and St. Leonard provided that, if a member came to 
any misadventure " by «ea, fire, or other manner," all should j 

meet and help him with a portion of their chattels. The ' 

Young Scholars relieved their poor four times a year. Some 
guilds ordained that each brother and sister should give 
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a penny each momspeche (St. Jolm Baptist, St. Thomas of 
Canterbury, and St. Mary). The rule in another society 
was, that each brother and sister should pay the poor man 
fourpence yearly till he may help himself. 

If any brother or sister were in prison, he or she was to be 
visited and comforted by the brethren (St. Leonard). 

Should the unlucky man's sufferings terminate in death, 
he, in commo4 with all other members of the guild, had at 
least solemn obsequies and decent burial. ^ 

Some of the special rules were as follows : 

Two torches were kept burning by the body during dirige 
and mass, until the body was buried (St. Katherine). 

The aldermen were to tell the dean, and the latter to 
" hastily bring the wax " to the dirge, and warn the brothers 
and sisters to go with the corse to the kirk, and there offer 
a half-penny (St. Thomas of Canterbury). 

If the body were without the town, or in "West Lynn or 
South Lynn, the brothers and sisters were to be summoned 
by the beUman (Shipman's). 

They were to assemble in their livery hoods[f J/rf.] 

If he die within a mile, and have nought to bring him to 
the earth, the alderman and brethren shall go and bring him 
to the earth at their own costs (St. Leonard).. If more than 
three miles, the alderman should go or hire a man [zite^.] 

In any case the members were to attend the funeral, and 
a certain number of masses were sung for the dead man's 
soul ; the number varied from twelve to forty, and were to be 
sung within the third day of the death " under peril of their 
souls " (St. Peter).. Any one not coming, if in health and in 
town, paid twopence (St. Peter). 

The offerings were distributed among the poor in bread.

Lenn. 

We, Walter Warner, Eobert Essex, and Simon Frost, 
of Lenn Episcopi, the guardians of the Guild of Blessed 
Giles of the said town of Lenn, by virtue of a certain pro- 
clamation made by the Sheriff of Norfolk, by this writing 
certify to you in the King's Chancery, according to the 
tenor of the proclamation [so] made in the said county, as 
to the manner and form of the foundation, and beginning, 
and continuation, and rule of the aforesaid guild, which we 
have used in honour of God, of our Blessed Giles, and all 
Saints of God from the beginning of the said guild to the 
present time. 

Namely, that the said guild was a short time ago begun in 
honour of our Lord Jesus Christ, and Blessed [St.] Giles 
the abbot, and all the Saints of God. 

And it was then ordained by the brethren of the said 
guild, that they should meet together thrice in each year, to 
agree by what means the said guild might best be governed, to 
the praise of God, Blessed St. Giles, and all Saints as afore- 
said, in. devotion of whom a wax candle has hitherto been kept 
continually burning in the church of St. James of Lynn on 
all festival days, at matins, mass, and vespers. 

Firstly, the said brethren shall meet on the Sunday 
next after the feast of St. Giles, at the aforesaid church, and 
hear the mass of that day, and if it seem seasonable shall 
devoutly offer. 

The second meeting [colloquium] shall be on Friday in 
the first week of Lent, and the third on the Sunday next 
after the feast of St. -Peter ad Vincula. 

And if any brother or sister of the said guild shaU be 
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Bammoned at any of the said days, and shall be absoit 
withoat lawful cause, he (or she) shall pay half a poimd 
of wax to the use of the said light. 

And if any brother of the said guild shall be chosen as 
alderman and refuse to act, he shall pay 2s. to the use of the 
said guild ; and if he shall be chosen to the office of scabin 
and shall deem it unworthy of him, he shall pay 12d, 

And if any one will be receiyed into the fraternity of the 
frequently before*mentioned guild, he shall pay 10«. to the 
use of said guild. 

Also if any brother or sister of the said guild shall die, the 
officer of the said guild shall carry the four large wax 
candles kept up out of the common expenses of the said 
brethren to the exequies of the said deceased; and each 
brother and sister on the burial day shall offer a silyer 
hal^nny for the soul of the defunct. And besides, the 
guardians of the said guild shall immediately after the death 
of the said defunct cause forty masses to be celebrated for the 
soul of the said defrmct, and of all fEuthful defrinct, at the 
common expenses of the said guild. 

And if any brother or sister shall come to want, he or she 
shall haye 3d. each year of each brother of the said guild. 

Oaths the said brethren do not make in the said guild, 
nor hold conyiyial meetings. (P) 

The said brethren haye no other liberties, privileges, 
statutes, ordinances, uses, or customs. 

No lands, tenements, rents, or possessions, belong to the 
said guild. 

The goods and chattels belonging to the said guild are as 
follows, that is to say, Bobert Essex has in his hands 8s. 2d.

Concerning the Guild of St. James in Lynn, the alderman 
and brethren certify that the said guild was begun for a 
long time before the Great Pestilence, but that they have 
not the date, in which pestilence the greater part of the 
brethren and sisters died, and afterwards they have entered. 

In honour of God and St. James, the said brethren and 
sisters find a basin hanging in the choir of the chapel of 
St. James in Lynn, before his image, in which a great wax 
candle bums on aU festival days and Sundays throughout 
the year at all divine services. On the feast of St. James, 
all the brethren and sisters of the said guild meet at time 
of high mass, in the said chapel, and devoutly hear the 
same mass, and each ofier a halfpenny. They meet also at 
the burial of their brethren and sisters, and each ofier a 
halfpenny. And they cause thirty masses to be celebrated 
for the soul of the deceased. They have nothing in goods 
or chattels, beyond one cwt. of wax, bought for the use of the 
aforesaid candle hanging in the said bason. They have re- 
ceived neither brothers nor sisters for a long time, because 
nobody likes that fraternity, because they are [poor] and have 
but few goods. Therefore they make no assemblies from the 
time of the feast aforesaid to the same time next year, 
except at the funerals of the dead.

From the year 880, when a Danish army under Guthrom 
(afterwards christened by the name of Aihelstan) settled in 
onr county, it was densely colonized by the Danes. 

A carefol comparison of the map of a colony with that 
of its mother comitry seldom fails to discover, not only 
identities of aflSxes, bat actual identities in the names of 
localities.* 

Presuming all 6f us are conyersant with the map of our 
own county, let us take that of Denmark, and begin to 
search it near the mouth of the Sanders Fiord [compare 
^mfworth], east of North Jutland. Within a few miles 
from this we find several villages, identical in name with 
those of places in Norfolk, viz. — 

Homing, vide Homing Orstead, vide Horstead 

Kierbye „ Kirby Heviing „ Heviingland

In Zeeland we find a Heining, which may be our Honing ; 
and in West Bothnia the similarity of the terminations of 
Holmtras^, BurtrasZ;, &c., with our MatlasA, and of Ijoiangery 
&c., with our Shelf hawser are worthy of attention. 

The termination of O^eratrand and Sides^rawfl? (pronounced 
invariably Oyerstrond and Siiestrond) is a common one* 
both in Denmark and Norway {vide "Nordstrond and Flad- 
strond) ; and the Icelandic " Hreppar " has been compared 
to our Repps. 

Having done with the more striking of the actual iden- 
tities in name, let us turn to those affixes which are common 
to both countries. These are generally considered to be 
By, Oe or Hoe, Toft, Thorpe, Wick or Wich, Thwait, and 
Holm. To these I think we may add Haugh, Strand, Set 
{q, d. seter). Stead, and Ing. On the last two I will say a 
few words presently.

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To these may be added Samertim and Winterion in the 
thick Danish settlements of East and West Flegg, which 
were probably summer and winter camps of the Danes. 
Thejr may be compared with Winterton and Winteringhani 
on the south bank of the Humber, and Summerby some 
dozen miles inland; all of which are also in the midst of 
Tillages bearing Danish names. 

Canceloffe probably derives its name from "hof/' the 
name for temple, while Palgrave is derived by Kemble from 
Phal (Baldur), who, as the late Mr. Gillett said, may have 
also given his name to Palling, 

I have purposely avoided including " sted " and '' ing " in 
the above list, lest it might be said I had included in it 
names not universally acknowledged to be of Danish origin. 

Before giving my reasons for considering these two affixes 
as Danish, it may be instructive to note the difference between 
the actual number of the places mentioned above, and the 
estimate given by the Bev. Isaac Taylor, in his "Words 
and Places," of the number of the localities in Norfolk 
bearing Danish names. 

His estimate is " about 50." I have already enumerated 
164 places which are primd facie Danish, and even if we 
strike off 44 from this number, for doubtful and forgotten 
localities, there remain at least 120 by his own tests. How 
materially this inaccuracy must detract from the value of 
his table of the comparative density of the Danish settle- 
ments in England is self-evident, unless we are to presume 
he has been equally careless in examining other counties. 

I will now say a few words on the affixes "Stead" and 
" Ing," before alluded to. 

Stead has generally been taken to be an Anglo-Saxon 
affix only, but I am inclined to think that in the majority of 
cases in which it occurs in England it is Danish, for these 
reasons : 
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1. It is one of the commonest affixes in Denmark and the 
adjacent isles, occurring about ninety times — generally in the 
form of " sted." In England it occurs about seventy times, 
nearly half of these being in Norfolk, Suffolk, and Essex ; 
and all but ten in counties on the east and south coasts 
known to have been exposed to Danish inroads. 

2. In niany instances the names of places bearing this 
affix in Denmark and England (especially the east coast) 
are identical, viz : —

3. Whenever it occurs in the Eastern counties, it is in 
the neighborhood of undoubted Danish localities. 

Seven of the twelve instances of its occurring in our 
coimty — Horstead, Fairstead near Scottow, Worstead, Tun- 
stead, Brunstead, Hempstead, and Irstead— form a line 
stretching across the north of the celebrated Danish settle- 
ment in the Hundreds of East and West Flegg. 

Sustead, one of the other instances, is the next parish to 
Thurgarton (a suflGlciently suggestive name), Thorpe Market, 
North and South Repps, Overstrand, and Siiestrand. 

Plumstead, another, is the next parish to Thorpe next 
Norwich, 'Postwickf &c. ; and Ringstead, another, is next 
Holme and Stan//o^. 
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Mj grounds for thinking '^ ing/' in some places and under 
certain conditions, to be also a Danish affix, are similar to 
those I have just advanced on behalf of ''stead," viz., 
actual identity in manjr cases with existing Danish places, 
and great frequency in counties known to have been settled 
by the Danes. 

Moreover, though " ing " (meadow) is generally supposed 
to belong to the Saxon language only, it bore the same 
signification in the early Danish dialect. In its simple form 
it occurs in our county some twenty-six times, including —

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I can hardly understand why etymologists should haye 
gone to Saxony and Germany for the home of the two 
terminations of which I haye just spoken. There they exist, 
and that but rarely, in the forms of "eng" and "stadt." 
In Denmark, on the other hand, they abound, still spelt in 
the same way as we spell them, a cursory examination of the 
map of that country giving 90 " steds " and 120 " ings " to 
140 " bys.'' 

I wiU now turn to the second part of my subject, and 
endeavour to show what surnames now existing in Norfolk 
are of Scandinavian origin. 

Hubbard, Hacon, Thirkettle, Ulfkettle, Oslak, Haldeyn, 
Harrold, Grimmer, Bagge,* Hamund, Algar, Ollive (Olaf), 
and other names known in history as Danish, we still have 
with us. 

The Jemegans (otherwise Jeminghs or Jennings) are 
said to spring from a Danish family with Canute. (Blom. 
Norfolk^ i. p. 658.) The Bacons and Lacons too both claim 
Danish descent. 

I have a note that Skarpethin, Helgi, and Grimmer, the 
sons of Njal, are supposed to be identical with our Norfolk 
names of Sharpin, Heely, and Grime. Grimmer itself 
occurs with us, as we have seen. 

Ulfkettle was of Danish descent, and his right name was 
Ulf Kettle Snelling. Snelling is still one of our commonest 
surnames, and a known Danish name. Kettle, too, we have 
with us. 

Kettle, Halle, Ormur, and Gils are said to be the four 
commonest names in Iceland. We have them all with uus 
still as Kettle, HaU, Ormer or Ormerod, and Giles.

I have now exhausted all the names which very limited 
opportunities have enabled me to distinctly identify as 
Danish, and will now endeavour to show, by comparing the 
terminations of some well-knowji Norfolk names with those 
of some admittedly Danish, that very many more come from 
the same source.

WITH NOTES AND ILLUSTRATIONS BY FRANCIS RYE. 



The note-books of the Rev. Thomas Kerrich contain a 
number of interesting sketches, mostly in outline, of churches 
and cathedrals in England and on the Continent ; which are 
the more valuable inasmuch as they were taken before the 
mania for restorations set in. The reverend gentleman was 
a sketcher of no mean pretensions. He evidently had a love 
for his work, and the precision and clearness with which 
he gives even minute detail will, I hope, be turned to 
account by fixture generations of architects, who will not 
be above re-altering the edifices which have been cobbled 
up by their fathers, into something more like what the 
same buildings were when fresh from the hand of the 
original designer. 

Each page of these note-books contains a sketch, and 
generally a few words of comment. Occasionally, as in 
the case of the bulk of the notes now printed, he was 
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attracted by the beauty of a church to launch out into a 
fuller written account of it. He certainly was much struck 
by the church at Cromer, which, not without reason, oc- 
cupies more of his pages than any other single building. 

The church of St. Peter and St. Paul, Cromer, was built 
in the Early Perpendicular style, at a date which, in spite 
of all research, remains imcertain; on a site which was 
acquired in 1337 and enlarged in 1393.* 

The present structure consists of a lofty tower,t a nave 
and two aisles (lit by five aisle windows and six clerestory 
windows), j: and north, west and south porches. The chancel, 
which added two more windows on each side, was blown up 
in 1681, and the chancel arch blocked up. 

I will now proceed to give the Rev. T. Kerrich's Notes, 
premising that some few years ago the church was thoroughly 
and, except the tower, substantially restored. A proper 
respect was shown in most cases to the original state of the 
edifice ; a respect which, I much regret to add, has not 
influenced the authorities in as great a degree in various 
minor alterations that have been subsequently executed. ,

t The bands of ornament which adorn the top of the tower (see frontis- 
piece) are peculiarly rich. (Compare the tower of High Wycombe church, 
Bucks, which has, however, lost much in delicacy in the process of restoration.) 
A local tradition states that the five shields shown in the sketch denoted the 
number of bells hung in the tower. 

X The range of six clerestory windows is continued on both sides of the 
exterior by a seventh mock window of the same design, filled up with fiints. 
An archaeologist of some repute in the Eastern Counties has, I am informed, 
declared that " dummy windows are tmknowfi to ecclesiastical architecture" and 
therefore that these are not dummy windows. If this had been affirmed by 
any one of less standing, I should, in answer, have argued that as these 
undoubted specimens exist, such a feature must have been known. However, 
as the law is thus laid down ex cathedrdf the authorities had better deface and 
destroy these stubborn .and inconvenient facts which dash so rudely with it.

* The alternate shield and rose- work which runs round the whole church, 
buttresses and all (except the tower) is well worth attention. There are 
about fourteen varieties, more or less, of the rose, which is enclosed in an open 
ornament, sometimes filled up with leaves. The shields are similarly- 
enclosed, and are suspended by a cord over a nail head. In any future 
restorations, the varieties should be reproduced, and the stonemason not be 
allowed to carve roses and shields, as he has done in the south porch, of a 
^reotyped and unauthenticated pattern. 

t The north porch, which was in ruins at the restoration of the church, 
was puUed down and entirely rebuilt for the purposes of a vestry. The 
carved stone tabemacle-work above referred to was moved from the outer 
arch of the porch to the inner arch, which connects the vestry with the 
church.

" This is a noble four-cento church, with a tower of pro- 
digious height, they say 159 feet. It consists of nave, 
chancel, two aisles, which are continued two windows beyond 
the nave eastward, a chapel or vestry at the east end of 
the north aisle, and a north and south porch, all built in 
the same style, and apparently by the same architect, with a 
mixture of stone and flints like inlaying.:^ The high tower 
and a west porch or galilee are built in the same manner, 
but perhaps in a style a little difierent, and perhaps some- 
thing later. 

" The nave has six arches on each side, very high, but not 
sharp-pointed, with a very small window over each ; the 
arch between the nave and tower of the same kind, but 
still higher for its width, and the arch itself blunter, and the 
great arch, which is very wide, is low-pointed. The roof 



* This sketch shows that the external ornament on this chapel was very 
rich. It consisted of twg rows of carved work, instead of one. The bottom 
row was similar to the roses and shields that run all round the church, and 
the upper row consisted entirely of shields. 

t This north rood turret, now in ruins, was much finer and larger than the 
south rood turret, only the upper half of which now remains, and is showti 
on fig. 4, the remainder having been pulled down on the restoration.

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stands at its original pitch, but is concealed within by a 
modem flat ceiling. 

" This church has been barbarously ill used ; the chancel 
and everything east of the nave is in ruins, as are also the 
north and west porches. The great arch is walled-up, and 
a blank wall built across each aisle. The east window of 
course quite destroyed, and the west window stopped up. 
All the windows of the aisles {i.e., one to the west and five 
on the side of each) altered in later times, except two on the 
north side, and they are stopped up, so that it is difficult to 
make out the tracery that was in them. In four of the 
upper windows the tracery remains, although they are 
stopped up, and the other eight are altered. 

"Everything in this church is finished with the utmost 
care and delicacy. The tabernacles and recesses upon all 
the buttresses, the blank arches, and recesses in the stone- 
work, and the tabernacles over the doors of the porches, are 
extremely elegant. The three doors too are very rich, the 
west door particularly, but perhaps that on the north side is 
in reality the finest of the three. 

" There are three things in this church I have never seen 
anywhere else. 

" 1. Trefoils, such as are usual at the top of pinnacles, 
placed in couples instead of battlements, round the top of 
the tower. 

" 2. Feint crocketted arches upon the shaft of each pillar 
of the nave on the north side, near its top. 

" 3. The opening of each tabernacle on the buttresses of 
the south aisle closed up towards the top with perforated 
open tracery. 

** Another singularity in this church, of totally different kind, 
is its plan. In other churches the west wall of the church 
(of the nave usually) and the east wall of the tower are one 
and the same thing; but here the tower adheres to the 
church bv its buttresses only ; and the west wall of the nave 
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is, in fact, omitted. It should seem that this must cause a 
weakness in the building, for there is nothing in its western 
part to resist the thrust of the two aisles and their west walls 
inwards. 

" Angle of the roof of the nave 105°, that of the chancel 
was 120°, that of the south porch also 120°. 

"The north and west porches are so ruined that I could not 
make out their angle. The pediment of the galilee is an 
angle of 150°.^ 
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Fo. 63. " Cromer church is all of a piece, and the pro- 
duction of one mind. There is a striking uniformity in it, 
which is usually the ejflfect of genius — the architect had a 
manner of his own, sufficiently marked. He evidently 
affected altitude, and avoided sharp angles. These seem to 
have been the principles by which the designs were go- 
verned, and he appears to have adhered particularly to the 
numbers 3, 6, and 12. 

" The arches in this church are very tall, and he has boldly 
run up that at its west end to such a prodigious height in 
proportion to its width as I think I never saw before ; but 
this great elevation is in the pillars and impost, not in y* 
arches themselves, (the impost of this western arch is nearly 
upon a level with the bottoms of the upper windows) they 
are low-pitched, and I believe the master-line is scarcely 
more than an arch of the third point in any of them, not 
even in the doors and windows, and the great arch is, I 
think, lower still. 

" There are six arches in the nave. One of the staircase 
turrets is hexagonal. The angle of the roof of the chancel 
was that of a hexagon, and so is that of the south porch, and 
the north porch was probably the same, and that of thd nave 
more obtuse, being 105° ; the angle of a sort of a pediment 
remaining upon the front of the galilee is lower still, 150°, 
which is that of a duodecagon, and the turret at the north-

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west angle of the north aisle is a duodecagon, and I think 
the two at the west comers of the north aisles and north-west 
angle of the steeple are the same. 

** The steeple, or great west tower, I make no doubt, was 
designed by the same architect ; but if I were- to hazard a 
conjecture, I should say it probably was not built by him. 
The smaller parts and ornaments,* and style of execution, 
are a little different, and appear to be the work of another 
hand^ but one (in what he had to do) no way inferior."

64) and are much shallower 
than those on any other part of the church. Some of the best carving in the 
church is to be found on the band of ornament running above the derestoiy 
windows on the north side. The flowers (which alternate with grotesque 
heads) are most curious and interesting. , 

t This observation affords an excellent reproof to the architect who de- 
signed the heavy embattled parapet which at present offends the eye on the 
west porch.

a rebuke from the mouth of a clergymen who has been so long dead, and 
whose taste for architecture is undeniable. I will only remark that the 
original architect of this church studiously avoided anything resembling an 
embattled parapet. The expedients he adopted to avoid having recourse to 
square battlements were ingenious, as in the trefoil ornaments that crown 
the parapet of the tower, and the inlaid white and black work which serves 
as an admirable finish to the tower turret. To cap any of his work with 
such a battlement (inspired, if we may believe common repute, by a similar 
one at St. George's Chapel, Windsor) is indeed a fine pieoe of irony. 

* This window was opened after Kerrich's time, and nondescript tracery 
inserted. It has since (viz., in 1872) been agai;). altered. Enough of the 
massive fragments of the original tracery still remained on the top of the 
churchyard wall, &c., to show that the window was similar in design to those 
in the aisles, with the variations rendered necesssary by there being five 
lights in it instead of four. The east window at Felbrigg church would also 
have given the architect a perfect copy of the head of the old Cromer west 
window, if he had needed it. 

Mrs. Buxton has defrayed the expense of restoring this window, as a 
memorial of her husband, the late Mr. Charles Buxton, M.P. The head of 
the window is filled in with modem glass, and the ten lights with fine old 
stained glass, from Fosen, the upper five representing St. Peter, St. Luke, 
St. John, St. Matthew, St. Andrew; and the lower five, St. Mark, St. 
Thaddeus, St. Paul, St. Simon, and St. Philip. 

It is difficult to get a good external view of the whole of this fine window 
owing to the modem battlement mentioned in the last note.

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It would perhaps be more correct to call the Cubitts a clan 
than a family, both from their being settled almost exclnsiyely 
in East Norfolk ; * from their constant and most perplexing 
intermarriages ; and from their tmiversal belief that '* all the 
Cubitts '^ come of one race, and are akin to one another as 
well as united in friendship. 

Comparatively numerous though they now are> the name 
occurs but very rarely in early Norfolk records. The only 
three occasions on which I have foimd it earlier than the 
fourteenth century being, in 1250, when the name of "Roftto 
Cobit " occurs in an entry relating to Norwich on the Crown 
Plea Roll, Norfolk, 34 Hen. III., p.m. 4. 1. 3 ; in 1286, when 
Henry Cubyt was the "decenier" of John Hundesson of 
Aylsham,t who was implicated in the Monks and Citizens of 
Norwich riot, in 56 Hen. III. ; and in 1381, when a Cubit 
was one of the three companions of John the Litester, and 

* It is purely a Norfolk name. I never saw it occur out of Norfolk without 
being able to trace those who bore it back to this county, 
t Vide Norfolk Crown Pleas. 
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was killed by Bishop Spencer near Icldngham.* This great 
increase may fairly be attributed to the soundness of the 
stock, which is nearly always prolific — a Cubitt with a small 
family being quite the exception to the rule. That the stock 
is a good one besides being fruitAil is sufficiently evidenced 
by the facts that, besides the doubtful honour of the ring- 
leader in rebellion just referred to, the name has supplied 
several mayors of Yarmouth, who founded a numerous and 
wealthy family, and in the present generation a Mayor of 
London and two M.P/s, a very celebrated engineer, and a 
well-known agriculturist. 

Cubitt of Alborough and Thurgarton. 

Thomas Cubytt and Margaret his wife, late the wife of the 
Rev. John Matchett, Clerk, were parties to a Chancery suit, 
temp. Elizabeth, respecting freeholds in Alborough and 
Thurgarton. 

CuBirr OF AsHBY. 

Anna, daughter of Thomas and Elizabeth Cubitt, was 
baptized at Ashby cum Ouby in 1716. 

Cubitt of Bacton. 

The will of an Alice Cubyght of Bacton was proved in 
the Norfolk Archdeaconry, 1518 — ^25, but the present family 
of Cubitt, resident at Bacton, has not been settled there for 
much more than a hundred and fifty years. Mr. William 
Cubitt of Bacton Abbey informs me that his ancestors came 
from Sherringham. 

Brobert Cubitt settled at Bacton in 1703, and died about 

1735. Benjamin Cubitt succeeded him in the farm about 

1736, and died about 1742. His wife, who, I believe, was 
Elizabeth Cubitt of Brumpstead,. succeeded him in 1742, and, 
dying about 1753, was in turn followed by Robert Cubitt, 

• Blomefield'8 Norfolk, fo. ed., vol. ii., pp. 78, 79. 
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who rented Bacton Abbey in 1772, and died about 1790. 
Eobert Oubitt, Jan., was no doubt his son, and died about 
1814. Cotemporary with him were Thomas Cubitt and 
Joseph Cubitt, the latter of whom, described as a miller, 
Toted in 1802 for a freehold at South Eepps, but was of 
another family, aiid the father of Sir William Cubitt the 
engineer. William Cubitt, the son, I believe, of Robert, 
jun., was, I believe, tie brother of Thomas, churchwarden 
from 1824 — 40, and the father of William Cubitt of Bacton 
Abbey, the well-known agriculturist.

Cubitt of Catfield, 

This is a resent o&hoot. of the Cubitts of Honing whom 
see. 

Benjamin Cubitt of Catfield, who died 1762, was the son 
of Benjamin Cubitt of Honing, by Elizabeth Rant his wife. 

He married several times and had about 20 children. 

I am not sure whether he is not identical with the Ben- 
jamin Cubitt, Jun., of Catfield, whose wife Susannah was 
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buried at Honing in 1741, and who afterwards married Mary 
.... and whose issue (buried in Honing churchyard) I haye 
ascribed to Benjamin Cubitt, the son of Benjamin Cubitt of 
Honing, whose will is dated 1711, (vide p. 239.)

• It will be seen I can only definitely account for eleven of Benjamin Oubitt's 
children, whereas George Cubitt, bapt. 1759, was notoriously his twentieth and 
youngest child. This inclines me to think .the six children buried in Honing 
churchyard must have been his. Vide pp. 240 and 241. 
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Benjamin Cubitt died 27tli August^ 1762^ and his will was 
proved 4tli September, 1762.

Cubitt op East Ruston. , 

Edmund Cubitt of East Buston : will proved 1696. 

James Cubitt of East Euston : will proved 1704. 

Thomas Cubitt of East Euston, yeoman^ died 1713 : bad 
an estate at Ingham. His wife's name was Mary, and he 
had two children, Eichard and Anne. His will is proved in 
the Norf. Arch. 1713-14. In it he gives to his son Eichard 
Cubett all that estate of houses and lands in East Euston, 
on condition that he pay to his (testator's) loving wife Mary 
an annuity of 40s. over and above her thirds or dowry out 
of his estate in Ingham. To his said wife so much of his 
household goods, whether within doors or without,^ as she 
shall think fit and necessary for her own use and service, 
and also one of his " Cowes T; one hogg swine or shott, % 2 
combe of the best wheate 1; meat sufficient to the &tt the 
s^ Hogg or shott, % so much butter 1; Cheese as she shall 
Judge to be necessary for her uuse without any Lett," &c. 
To his daughter Anne the sum of £150, to be paid by 
executor ; " also one Bell mettle pott T; all other those her 
householde stuffe Linnen T Woolen T; also one Cow which 
she likes best after her mother have made her choise." His 
wife to have " free dwelling in that house of mine which was 
late Thaxter's, or else to hire her another where she best 
liketh." His son Eichard Cubett executor, " to see my body 
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decently buried in a Christian manner, % to give unto all 
my near Relations of the mankind Belts 1; Grieves 1; to the 
Women Gloves. And to those my Relations a flSin off each 
of them a payr of Gloves, and to my neighbor Ward 1 his 
wife each a payr of Gloves, % so also to my servants Appm- 
tise T; my tenant Winkefield each a payr of Gloves. 10 
March, 12 Queen Anne, 1712-13. John Robinson, senior, 
Daniel Cobbell, Richard Person.'* * 
Proved 18 April, 1713. 

CuBrrr of Edingthorpe. 

Robert and Martha Cubitt were of this place in 1713, 
when there was a child of theirs named Mary living. In 
the churchyard is a tombstone inscribed, *' Here lyeth the 
body of Benjamin Cubitt late of Edingthorpe who departed 
this life Nov. y* 11^^^ 1742 aged 31 years." 

CuBrrr of Frettenham. 

1. Thomas Cubitt, who settled at Mayton Hall, Fretten- 
ham, before 1677, may have been Thomas the youngest son 
of William Cubitt of Gimmingham, though this is purely 
conjecture. The Christian names of all his sons, viz., 
Thomas, John, William, and Robert, and of his two 
daughters Mary and EHzabeth, occur, however, in the famiKes 
of Thomas Cubitt of Gimmingham, 1640, and William 
Cubitt of Gimmingham, 1664; and these marked coin- 
cidences of Christian names often go a great way to prove 
family connections. 

His will (printed below) is dated 15th June, 1715, and was 
proved the 2nd July in the same year, he having been buried 
at Frettenham. He was married twice, first to Hannah or 
Ann, who was buried 11th May, 1700, having borne him —

TTiH son Benjamin is probably the Benjamin Cubitt, jim., 
of Catfield,* whose wife Susannah Cubitt died August, 1741, 
aged 41, and was buried at Honing. By her this Benjamin 
Cubitt, jun., of Catfield, had issue several children, of whom 
five were «buried at Honing, viz., Benjamin, died 1742, aged 
19; Hamby, died an infant in 1726; William, died in 
1727 ; Susanna, died in 1720 ; and Susanna, who married 
Joseph Hall, and died 1757. He married secondly Sarah, 
and their daughter Mary lies buried an infant at Honing.

Cubitt of Wells. 

Thomas Cubitt of WeUs by the Sea settled there ante 1746. 
He had a sister * who married the Hey. Thomas Ghappell of 
Witham, who lies buried at Terling church, Essex, and had 
issue a son Thomas, who died aged 30. Thomas Cubitt of 
Wells, by his wife Sarah, was ancestor of a numerous family. 
His children were — 

1. Smannahy bom 1734, died 1808, and buried at St. 
Swithin's, Norwich, 24th December, 1808. She married 

* By another account it would seem that Thomas Cubitt married the sidter 
of the Bey.

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John Gibbs of Wells, and had issue (inter alios) Mary, the 
wife of Edward Rye of Baconsthorpe, the father of Edward 
Rye of Chelsea, who had issue (inter alios) Mary Ann Cubitt 
Rye and Walter Rye, the latter being the father of Roger 
Cubitt Rye. I do not know where she was baptized, and 
after all it may turn out that she was sister and not daughter 
of Thomas Cubitt. 

2. William, baptized 2nd September, 1746, and died 
29th December, 1808. He married Martha Cubitt, whether 
a relative or not, I do not know. It was said by aged 
members of the family that she came from Bacton, and that

1. William Robert, of West Cowes, a pilot, who married, 
but died without issue, aged 70. 

2. Matilda, who married and had issue. 

3. Charlotte, who married and had issue, and died aged 80. 
He married secondly Martha Pilbrow, of Thorpe by Nor- 
wich, and by her had — 

4. Thomas, of whom hereafter. 
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5. Robert, buried at Writtle about 1821, aged 27. 

6. Jame%y bom at Thorpe near Norwich, and died about 
1852y aged 65, and lies buried at Kensal Green. He was of 
Grafton Street, Fitzroy Square, and was twice married, by 
his first wife haying issue — 

(a) Bobert, an engineer, recently living at Poplar, who 

has issue John and Eliza. 

(b) James, also recently living, aged about 48 in 1866, 

but without issue. 
James Gubitt married secondly Esther Davis, who was living 
in 1866. 

7. Lydia, who died at Kennington about 1865. She 
married Daniel Nichols of Northampton, who died at 
Grafton Street, having had issue by her — 

(a) Lydia Mary, the wife of John Saimders of Ilford, s.p.

Edith, Ida, George Cubitt, and Frank. Mr. 
D. C. Nichols married again, but has no family 
by his second wife. 

8. Sophia, bom about 1789, married William Horsnell of 
Writtle, Essex, and died 11 December, 1867, aged 78. She 
was formerly of Ingatestone, and never had issue. 

Th&mas Cubitt was bom at Thorpe near Norwich. He 
married Sarah Duncan of Yarmouth (who came from Fife- 
shire, and had two brothers, Clarke and John Duncan) in 
November, 1812, at St. Andrew's, Holbom. She was living 
quite recently, having survived her husband. He was at 
difierent times of Oxford Street, Cook's Groimd, Chelsea, 
and Kennington, at which last-named place he died about 
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1855, aet. 73, and was buried at Kensal Green. He had

WALPOLE OF HOUGHTON. 



Part I. 

The femily of Walpole * of Houghton, if not perhaps en- 
titled to the honour ascribed to it by Burke of having been 
established in England before the Conquest, is undoubtedly 
a well-descended and knightly one. 

The Walpoles seem to have held under the Bishops of 
Ely, at which place they held a town-house or mansion, and 
to have filled various positions of trust and honour in the 
county. Their possessions never seem to have been very 

♦ From the evidence afforded by their arms — Or, on afesa between 2 chevrons 
sa. 3 cross crosslets of the 1st — the "Walpoles may have been offshoots or sub- 
tenants of the noble family of the Bainards, who bore Arg. a fess between 2 
chevrons az.y and who were once the fifth largest landowners in Norfolk, where 
they held fifty- two lordships. 

It is noteworthy that the Christian name of Geoffrey occurs in the early 
pedigree of both families, and that the Bainards held a manor in Tilney, which 
is adjacent to Walpole. 

The family of de Comherd certainly took for arms, *' Az. a fess between 2 
chevroiM or,*' in imitation of their superior lords the Bainards. (Blomefield's 
Norfy vol. ii. p. 302, 8vo. ed.) 
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large. In the reign of Henry I. they consisted only of a 
knight's fee and a quarter, which may be roughly estimated 
at six hundred acres, and I do not see that they increased 
for several centuries. 

The first of the name who can be traced is — 

(1) Eeoinald de Walfole, who would seem to have had 
two sons, Geofi&ey and Richard, both of whom are in different 
deeds stated to have been the sons of Reginald de Walpole, 
and as such deeds are undated it is supposed this Reginald 
and his sons must have been anterior in date to the Sir 
Henry de Walpole hereafter referred to, who is the earliest 
dated person on the pedigree. 

(2) Geoffrey the son of Reginald de Walpole^ by an un- 
dated deed, exchanged lands in Walpole with Hamo de Tidd 
(Blomf. Norf.), and 

(2*) Richard the son of Reginald de Walpole^ by another 
undated deed, had a grant from Walter son of William de 
Navelton, with the latter's daughter Emma, in marriage, 
all the lands, &c., of the said Walter in Reidon. ( Walpole 
Charters, quoted by OoUins in his Peerage, vol. iv., p. 677.) 

One or other of these two brothers was probably father of 

(3) Sir Henry de Walpole, who was living in the reign 
of Henry II. and married Isabel de Wahull. He held one 
knight's fee in Houghton of the fee of Blaumister, and the 
fourth part of a knight's fee of the Honour of Wyrmegey. 
C^Ex Libr. MS. vocat. Antiq. Tenur. de Com. Iforf," quoted 
by Collins ut supra p. 578.) 

And of (3*) Nicholas de Walpole, whose son, 

(4) JocELiN DE Walpole,* who (described as son of 

* Flourishing about the Bame time as Jocelin, and probably his brother, was — 
(1) Adam de Walpole, who in 1214 gave a mark to have a precept against 
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Nicholas de WalJ)ole) granted a mill in Walpole to the Prior 
of Lewes. 

In 1202 he received £300 for com sent to Flanders (Pipe 
Boll, 3 John), and in 1204 had a conveyance by fine [from 
Hubert son of Alexander of a messuage in Lynn, which was 
formerly of Hubert the uncle of the said Hubert,] for which 
he paid thirty marks of silver. (Feet of Fines, Norf. 6 John, 
No. 281.) 

A few years later (1211-12) he held one-twelfth of a 
knight's fee in Wisbeach, and half a knight's fee in Walpole. 
(Kirkpatrick's MS. Notes on Norwich Castle, p. 12.) 

Some time during the reign of Henry III. (1216-72) he 
was one of the knights of the Bailiwick of Gervase, who 
owed suit to the Bishop of Ely, and held one-sixth of a 
knight's fee in Wisbeach, and half a knight's fee in Walpole, 
Walton, and Hakebeach. 

He also held freely in the same bailiwick one hiindred 
acres of marsh at lO*. of the Bishop, half a virgate at 3«., 
and a pasture at one mark. {Testa, de Nevill.) 



Alured de Walton for thirty acres of land with the appurtenanceS) in Walpole, 
before the Justices at Westminster in the Octaves of St. Hilary. {Rot. de 
Finibus, 15 John, p. 512.) 

Temp. Henry III. he held a yirgate at 6*. 2d.^ and half a yirgate at 7^. Zd., 
of the Bishop of Ely. {Teata de Nevill.) He seems to have been father of — 

(2) William de Walpohj living in 1233, who (described as William son of 
Adam de Walpole) with Robert Sculham and others, sued Hubert de Burgh and 
others for lands in Tilney, Tyrinton, Walpole, Walton, Walsoken, and Hagbeth, 
{Pat, Bollf 17 Hen. III. memb. 7^) and in the same year paid ten marks to 
have an assize of Novel Disseisin in respect of the same property. {Fine Boll, 
17 Hen. III. memb. 7.) His name also occurs as William son of Adam de 
Walpol on the Pipe Roll for 17 Henry III. 

He no doubt was identical with the William de Walpol who nine years pre- 
viously had conveyed by fine to Robert the son of Gilbert (whom Walter de 
Mumby and Matilda his wife called to warrant) forty-four acres of land and one 
messuage and a mill in Walepol, in return for which Robert granted to William 
twenty-four acres thereof to hold for ever at I2d. yearly, &c. {Feet of Fines, 
Norf., Henry III. No. 650.) 
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He died shortly before 1216, when the king gave to 
William Talbot lands late of Joscelin de Walepoll in Linn. 
(Rot Chart p. 25P.) 

He had issue — 

(5*) Henry db Walpolb, and I expect (5**) John de 
Walpoky who seems to have inherited the bulk of the pro- 
perty after the failure of Henry's issue, and of whom more 
hereafter. 

In 1217 Henry de Walepol and John de Walepol occur as 
being sent to the Sheriffs of Lincoln and Kent, (Rot. Chart,) 
though this may be merely a coincidence. 

This Henry de Walpole seems to have sided with the 
barons, for in 1216, about the date of his father's death, he 
had letters patent directed to Peter de Maule acknowledging 
receipt of a fine of £100, which he had incurred for taking 
part with the barons, and ordering his release from prison on 
his giving security by oath and charter to faithfully adhere 
to the king under pain of forfeiture of all his lands if he 
should again revolt. (Pat, Roll, 18 John, mem. 2.) 

The following year Henry III. sent a close letter to the 
Sheriff of Lincoln, commanding him to deliver to Henry de 
Walpole all lands in that county of which he was possessed 
when he fell from his allegiance to the late king. (Close 
Roll, 1 Hen. III., mem. 14.) 

Some time during the reign of Henry III. (1216 — ^72) he 
granted to the Priory of Lewes the tithe of three hundred 
sheep in the marshes of Fridland and Redland in Walpole, 
which he and his father Joceline formerly held of the 
priory (?). (Blomefield's Nor/.) 

In 1229 he is mentioned as being one of the executors 
of Osbert Giffard, deceased, together with the Bishop of 
Rochester, Isabel de Frivill, and Matilda Giffard (Rot, de 
FinihuSy 13 Hen. III., mem. 6) ; and in the following year 
rendered an account of half a mark for disseizin, which he 
paid to the Bishop of Ely. (Pipe Roll, Nor/, 14 Hen. III.)

(6*) As an Osbert de Walpole was seized of property 
soon after this time, I should imagine that he may have 
been Henry's son, and named after Osbert Giffard, of whose 
will we have just seen Henry was an executor. 

This Osbert had two sisters, Isabel de Walpol, and Alice 
the wife of Walter de Deneyer, and by his wife JRobelina a 
son — 

(7*) Henry de Walpole, who seems to have married 
Sarra, but to have died without issue. This descent is ex- 
emplified by a fine levied in 1257, (Feet of Fines, Norf., 
Hen. III., No. 1298) by which Isabel de Walepol by fine 
conveyed to Walter de Denever and Alice his wife the half 
of two carucates of land, £4. lis. Sd rents, and half the 

rent of 8,000 turves in Walepol, Tileney', Wells, and 

which she claimed as her reasonable share as heir with the 
said Alice of their nephew Henry the son of Osbert de Walepol. 
She also granted to them all her right, as one of the heirs 
of the said Henry, in the lands of William de Wendling 
in Wisbech, Littelport, and Crechemere in Cambridgeshire, 
and her right in reversion to the lands held in dower by 
Bobelina, who was the wife of Henry de Walepol, and Sarra, 
who was the wife of Osbert de Walepol. For all this Walter 
and Alice paid Isabel thirty-five marks of silver. 

(5**) John de Walpole, whom I consider to have been 
brother of Henry de Walpole (5*), seems also to haVe taken 
part with the barons, for on the 27th Oct. in the first year 
of Hen. III., 1217, he had a close letter directed to the 
Sheriffs of Cambridge and Norfolk for the re-delivery of the 
lands he had when he revolted from King John. Collins 
considers him identical * with — 

* He was more p^bably his father. This John was actiyely engaged in 
business in 1258 — thirty-three years after his rebellion. 
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John de Walpole who, in 1235, with Isabel his wife, held 
in Gbeat Ringstead and Holme one-fourth of a knight's fee 
of Roger Bigot, Earl of Norfolk. (Collins* Peerage^ toL iv., 
p. 578, quoting no authority.) 

In 1233 he accoonted for twenty marks '^de prestiot 
Britann." (Pipe Roll, Norf., 17 Hen. IH.) 

In 1253 this John,* or another of the same name, was a 
juror of Norfolk {Cotton M8., Titus A vii., fo. 47, quoted by 
Collins) and in the same year gave the king half a mark 
for a writ to remove a cause from the County Court to the 
Common Pleas. (Fine Rolls, 38 Hen. III., mem. 3.) 

In 1256 (40 Hen. III.), John de Walepol and Lucy his 
wife, and Robert de Wigenhale and Alice his wife, by fine 
conveyed to Hugh de Pynkeni and Margery his wife two 
parts of a messuage in West Wauton, in consideration of 
fifty marks of silver, power being reserved to the grantors of 
ingress and egress into a certain chapel within the said 
messuage, which was to remain in common to all the parties. 
(Feet of Fines, Norfolk, Hen. III., No. 1253.) 

This, it will be remembered, was just about the time when 
the heiresses of Henry son of Osbert de Walpole were 
disposing of property formerly belonging to him and his 
heirs, he having died sine prole ; and it would seem from this 
that John was selling his residence at West Walton and 
coming to reside at Walpole, renewing the right of ingress, 
&c., to a chapel where possibly some of his kin may have 
been buried. 

The next year (41 Hen, III.), Richard de Nowers and 
Cecilia his wife granted to Hugh de Pinckeney and Margaret 
his wife, John de Wallepoll and Lucy his wife, Robert de 



* Collins also assumes him to be the Sir John de Walpol, Knight, to whom 
Walter Frost of Wells, by an undated charter, granted certain lands and a 
fishery called Neuvere, &c. {Charter belonging, &o., quoted by Collins, vol. iv., 
p. 579.) 
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Wiggehalle and Alice his wife, and Thomas de Reyneham 
and Aldreda his wife, eight acres and half an acre in West 
Walton. {Feet of Fines, Norfolk, Hen. III., No. 1320.) 
Margaret de Pinkeney, Lucy de Walpole, Alice de Wiggen- 
hall, and Aldreda de Reynham were probably sisters and 
co-heiresses. 

John is said to have had three sons, of whom the eldest 
was probably — 

{%^) Henry de Walpole, who is described as Henry son 
of John de Walepol in the fine dated 14 Ed. I., hereinafter 
referred to. 

His politics seem to have been the same as his father's, 
for in 1267 letters patent were sent to John le Brettin to 
enquire whether Henry de Walpol was against the king in 
the Isle of Ely or elsewhere, making depredations, &c., on 
the king's faithful subjects.* 

In 1275 Nicholas Spigumel, Sheriff of Norfolk, accounted 
for 20«. received of Henry de Walpole for being made a 
knight. {Rot Mundr. de Brothercrosa, p. 463 ; Blom. Norf, 
vol. vii., p. 106, note.) 

He no doubt is identical with the Sir Henry de Walpole 
to whom and to whose wife Isabel, Alexander de Cokefeld 
and Richard his son quit-claimed all their right to twenty- 
two acres in the fields of Walpole, by deed, to which Stephen 
de Walpol and others were witnesses. (Charter belonging 
to the late Earl of Orford, quoted by Collins ut supra. Collins 
considered him to have been the same as the Henry de 
Walpole temp. Henry II.) 

In 1277 he had a mansion at Ely, which is incidentally 
referred to in a deed of the Prior and Chapter of Ely. (JRe" 
gister of the Priory of Ely, p. 497.) 

In 1286 (14 Edward I.) he, described as Henry the son 
of John de Walepol, had five acres of land and Qd. rent in 

* Simon de Montfort, jiin., had the year before possessed himself of the Isle 
of Ely, which served as a sort of rendezvoiis for the Barons' party. 
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Houtone juxta Rodham oonyeyed to him by fine from 
Ascelina the daughter of Hugh Loverd of Hoaton. (Feet 
of Fines, Narf., Ed. L, No. 449.) 

In the same year he wa» one of the Coroners for Norfolk. 
{Craum Pleas, Nor/., 14 Edw. I., m. 4, 2, 6.) 

In 1297 he was smnmoned by writ to be at London on 
the Smiday after the Octaves of St. John Baptist, with horse 
and arms, to pass with the king beyond the seas, yiz., in 
relief of Guy, Earl of Flanders, against the French. 

In 1301 he had a similar summons to be at Berwick-on- 
Tweed on the Nativity of St. John the Baptist, with horse 
and arms, to march against the Scots. 

In the same year he (described as Henry son of Sir John 
Walpol, Knight)* and his son Henry had a grant from 
Edmund Ghirgun of Westrudham, of all the latter's interest 
in lands called Grandcrmidell in Honton, which Alice, late 
the wife of Ealph, son of Hugh de Loverd of Houton, held 
in dower. (Vide post 1311.) 

* In 1297 William de Walpol, "writing himBelf son of John de Walpol, gaye 
to Henry, son of Sir John de Walpol, Ent., and Henry his son, and their heirs,*' 
lands in Thommere in Walpole {Charter belonging to, &c., quoted by Collins, 
vol. iv., p. 580.) The words in inverted commas are from Collins, who con- 
siders that William was a younger brother of Henry. I should think him 
more likely to be a cousin, for if the words of the charter are correctly given, 
he describes himself as son of " John de Walpol *' simply, and the grantee as 
son of " Sir John de Walpol, Knight:* 

Ralph de Walpol, who in an undated deed, by which he grants a piece of land 
called Longland, in the fields of Houton, to Thomas de Clenchwardetoun, also 
describes himself as son of '' John de Walpol/' was no doubt brother to the 
last-named William, though it must remain equally doubtful whether he bore 
the same relationship to Sir Henry de Walpol. The ]atter witnessed this 
charter. (Collins, p. 680.) This Ralph is probably the Ralph de Walpol who 
was Archdeacon of Ely in 1271, Bishop of Norwich in 1288, and of Ely in 1299, 
and who died 20th March, 1301-2. Full particulars of his life will be found at 
pp. 580-1 of Collins. 

Among other ecclesiastics in the family about this time were Ralph de 
"Walpole, who in 1290 was Rector of Wiston, (Blom. Norf., vol. iv., p. 437) 
and Magister Simon de Walpole, who was collated in 1301 to the Rectory of 
Shipdham by the Bishop of Ely. (Blom. Norf.^ vol. x., p. 246.) 
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He is said to have married Isabel daughter of Sir Peter 
Fitz Osbert, and heir to her brother Sir Roger Fitz Osbert. 
(Collins, vol. iv., p. 582, quoting Pedigree of the Jemegan 
family). 

She survived him, and lived until after 1311, when, in a 
charter dated 4th Edw. II., she is referred to as the Lady 
Isabella Gemegayn, late the wife of Sir Henry "Walpol, 
Knight, the father of Sir Henry Walpol, Knight, then 
living, and as holding one-third of the Manor of Houghton 
in dower. 

Henry de Walpol probably died before 1305, and certainly 
before 1307. He was succeeded in his possessions by 

(7^) Henry de Walpol, to whom in 1305 John Estcroft 
granted lands in Walpole {Walpole Charters, 33rd Edw. I.) 
and who in 1307 was found on inquisition to be Lord of the 
Manor and Villages of Houton. (Collins, vol. iv., p. 583.) 

In 1307-8 he is described as Sir Henry de Walpol, Knight, 
at a Session of Sewers held at Cowsfcowe in Tilney. (Dug- 
dale's History of Embanking, p. 248.) 

He seems to have married Alice before 1311, when 

Brobert de Saham and Adam de Chamberleyn — ^presumably 
his late father's trustees — granted to Sir Henry de Walpol, 
•Knight, son of Sir Henry de Walpol, Knight, and their 
heirs, two parts of the Manor of Houtpn near Harpele, 
which his late father acquired of Asceline daughter of Hugh 
de Loverd * of Houton, of the fee of Wyrmegeye (vide ante 
1301), and also the one-third of such manor which Lady 
Isabel Gemegayn late wife of the said Sir Henry Walpol 
held in dower, and sixty acres in Walpol and Walton whicli 
the said Sir Henry Walpol, deceased, had of the inheritcmce 
of his father, and purchased of Adam Mustree. 

In the 4th, 5th, and 6th Edw. II. (1311-12-13) he seems 
to have been involved in litigation with his bailiff, who had 

* Vide ante a.d. 1301, where she is described as Alice, late the wife of 
Kalph son of Hugh de Loverd : daughter-tra-lau; is probably meant here.

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absconded ; with a neighbour, whom he alleged had thrown 
down his fold ; with another neighbour, who accused him 
of throwing down certain crosses (probably used as land- 
marks) ; and with another neighbour as to some land at 
Houton ; particulars of all of which suits will be found at 
p. 584 of Collins. 

In 1312 he and Alice his wife are stated by Blomefield 
to have levied a fine of the Manors of Houghton and 
Walpole, 5th Edw. II. This transaction is probably iden- 
tical with the fine mentioned in the next paragraph. 

Henry de Walpol, in the 6th Edw. II., conveyed by fine 
to Magister Robert de Saham and Adam Chaumberleyn the 
Manor of Houton, and ninety-six acres in Walpol, Walton, 
and Houton, who regranted the same to Henry and Alice 
his wife, and the heirs of Henry. (Feet of Fines, Nor/,, 
Edw. II., No. 270.) 

In the 7th Edw. II. Henry de Walpol and Alice his wife 
had a grant by fine from Nicholas de Langetot and Margery 
his wife, of four messuages, one hundred and five acres of 
land, two acres of meadow, two and a half acres of turbary, 
and 2s. 8d, rent in Little Buckenham, to hold to them for 
life, with remainder to their son Simon and the heirs of his 
body, remainder to Thomas his brother and his heirs. (Feet 
of Fines, Nor/,, Edw. II., No. 346.) 

In 1315-16 Sir Henry Walpole was Knight of the Shire 
for Norfolk. 

In the 8th Edw. II., Henry de Walpol and Alice his wife 
conveyed by fine to John de Blounvyle and Alice his wife 
a messuage, one hundred and thirty-six acres, one acre of 
pasture, and five acres of turbary, in Geyton and Grymeston, 
which were regranted to them for life, with remainder to 
Thomas the son of Henry and the heirs of his body, with 
remainder to Simon his brother and the heirs of his body, 
with ultimate remainder to the right heirs of Henry. (Feet 
0/ Fines, Nor/,, Edw. II., No. 431.) 
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In 1316 Henry de Walpole was chosen one of the Knights 
of the Shire for Norfolk, and in 1323 a Commissioner for 
assessing and collecting the subsidy. 

In 1324 (17th Edw. II.) his name occurs on a return 
made into Chancery of those certified to bear ancient arms 
from their ancestors. (Cotton MS. Claudius, C. 2.) 

In 1334 he was again Knight of the Shire, and was living 
in 1336, when he and his wife Alice constituted Henry 
the Vicar of the Church of Houton their attorney, to give 
seizin to John de Ketilston and others of land at Willisgreen 
in the fields of Houton. {Walpole Charters, quoted by 
CoUins, p. 585.) 

He was succeeded by — 

(8) Henry de Walpol his son, who had, besides his 
son Henry who succeeded him, a son Edmund who witnessed 
a charter in 1383, {Walpole Charters, 6 Ric. II., quoted by 
Collins), and a daughter Catherine, referred to in a deed* 
dated 1407, by which he settled all his lands and tenements 
in Houton, West Eudham, Harpeley, &c., on Sir William 
Calthorp, Sir John de Colvyle, and othei;3. ( Walpole Charters, 
9 Henry IV., No. 64, quoted by Collins.) 

In 1386 he, described as Henry Walpool "consanguineus" 
and sole heir to John Gross, sold to Richard de Sutton the 
advowson of Parva Bentley. (Close JRoll, 17 Ric. II., mem. 
17.)f 

In 1389 he was sppointed to levy the subsidy of one-tenth 
and one-fifteenth for the County of Norfolk. (Fine Roll, 
12 Ric. II., mem. 13.) 

The date of his death is not known, but he was succeeded 
by his son Henry, with whom the second part of this pedigree 
may well begin. 

* This deed Ib sealed with '* a fesse with three cross-crosslets between two 
chevrons,*^ and circumscribed S(igillum) H(enrici) Walpol. — Collins.

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Before continuing the main line of the Walpoles of 
Hoaghton, it may be as well to note all the references to 
those of the name I have been able to obtain, prior to 1400, 
which I could not work into the foregoing pedigree. 

(Xrca 1183, Alexander de Walpole was a witness to a deed. 
(Blom. Nor/, viii., p. 392.) 

He may have been identical with the Alexander de "Walpole 
who was Rector of Harpley in 1221, (Blom. Norf. viii., p. 458) 
and who in 1222, described as the Parson of the Church of 
Harpley, had conveyed to him by fine from Godfrey decanus 
of Brikle twenty acres and one toft in Harpley, which were 
to belong to the said church in free alms as a lay fee. {Feet 
of Fines, Nor/., Hen. III., No. 135.) 

In 1226 Edmimd de Walpole, Clerk, was presented to the 
church of St. Mary, Dunham Magna, by Thomas de Blunde- 
ville, Bishop of Norwich, in his first year, 1226, 10 Hen. III. 
(Charks TTalpok's Papers, cuid vide post 1248.) 

la 10 Henry III. (1226), Richard de Walpole by fine 
conveyed thirty acres in Walpole to Walter the son of Alan 
and Katherine his wife, who in return remitted to him their 
right to twelve acres in Walepol. {Feet of Fines, Nor/,, 
Hen. III., No. 185.) 

In 1228 (12 Henry III.) Claricia the daughter of Alan 
de Walpol, with Thos. de Cherle and Christiana his wife, 
and Robert Camarius and Maria his wife, conveyed by fine 
forty acres in Walpol to Henry de Walpol, by Ranulph de 
Walpol, his attorney, who paid ten marks of silver. {Feet 
of Fines, Norf, 12 Hen. III., No. 301.) 

She no doubt is identical with the Clara de Walepol who 
by fine in 19 Hen. III. (1236) conveyed to Richard de Cayly 
thirty-two acres of land in Walepol to hold at two marks 
and 2rf. yearly. {Feet of Fines, Norf, Hen. III., No. 603.) 
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In 1248 Robert son of Gilbert de Walpole paid a fine of 
20s. to have an assize of Novel disseizin. {Fine Bolls, 38 (?) 
Hen. III., m. 8.) He is thought by Collins to be identical 
wth — 

Robert de Walpole who was Groom [to the Chamber P] to 
Queen Eleanor, the wife of Henry III., and who had a grant 
of all her lands in Lansehull and Haksted. {Charter JRolls, 
52 Hen. III., m. 8 d, which contains a confirmation of such 
grant by Henry III.) 

In 1263 he seems to have been Clerk to the Pantry of 
Henry III., and later to Edw. I. {Liberate Molk, 3 Edw. I., 
m. 6.) 

He apparently had a son — 

John, "son of Robert son of Gilbert de Walpole,'* who 
granted all the lands which his ancestors held in Walpole to 
the Prior of Lewes for ten marks. (Blom. Nor/.) 

In* 1247 Galiena Walpole is said to have married Sir 
Roger Colville of Colville's Manor in Walpole, the King being 
present. {Walpole MS. Collectiom, p. 102, but no reference 
is given.) 

In 1248 Edward, or Edmund, de Walpole was elected 
Abbot of Bury St. Edmund's, and died 2nd kalends of 
January, 1256. (Dugd. Monast., vol. i., p. 295.) 

He is probably identical with the Edmund de Walpole 
presented to Dunham Magna in 1226 ut ante. 

In 1248 Jocelin de Walpole sued the Prior of Lewes for 
lands in Walpole. (Vide Pat. Roll, 32 Hen. III., m. 8 d.) 

1250. Ralph son of Joceline de Walpol is stated by 
Blomefield to have had three sons, Thomas, Alan, and 
Richard de Walpole, as appears "from a pleading in the 
34 Hen. III.," " when Peter and William de Walpole were 
sons of Thomas de Walpole." (Blom. Norf.) 
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His son Bichard may have been the Bichard de Walpole 
who in 1235 was petent, and Walter son of Alan and 
Katherine his wife tenant, in a fine of lands in Walpole, 
19 Hen. III. (Blom. Norf) 

In 1257 Magister William de Walpool is seemingly 
elected by the King to the church of Swinish, " a faithful 
worthy upright man.*' {F. Walpok's Collections^ p. 108, no 
reference.) 

In 1259 " Magister William de Walpole appears as one 
to pay a certain fine to the Abbot of Spalding." (F. Walpole* 8 
Collection^ p. 109.) 

In 1265 Boger Walpaill was appointed Justice of Ireland 
in lieu of Bichard de Bokell until the said Bichard returned. 
{Pat. Roll, 49 Hen. III., mem. 17.) 

In 1274 (2 Edw. I.) Adam de Walepol had a messuage 
and fifteen acres of land and 9rf. rent in Becles Endegate 
and Weston, conveyed to him by fine from Thos. del Brokt 
of Wysete and Constantia his wife, at the yearly rent of a 
pair of white gloves and a penny, for which fine he paid 
thirty-four marks of silver. {Feet of Fines, Nor/., Edw. I., 
No. 36.) 

In 1275 — 7 Henry son of Osbert de Walpole [and John 
Walpole, vide Blomefield, vol. iv.,] was a free tenant of Ely 
Manor in Walpole, as was the Lady Agnes Walpole, widow. 
(Cotton. Lib. cii., fo. 122.) 

In 1280 Nicholas de Walepol, with Balph de Henore, owned 
a ship wrecked at Cotes in Lincolnshire. (Inq. 8 Ed. I., 
No. 68.) 

In 1283, 11 Edward I., a fine was levied between Alan 
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de Dunton and GosceKn Hancepe of Walpol and Muriel his 
wife, of land in Tyrington, which is useful in showing that 
this " GoceHn de Walepole " was not one of the real family. 
{Feet of Fines, Nor/., Edw. I., No. 266.) 

In 1291 Alexander de Walpole, of Wigenhall,* was a 
juror in a Norfolk suit. (CoUins, iv. p. 580.) And in 1294 
was deputed to view such lands as lay adjacent to the bank 
of Pokedyke in the county of Norfolk, and to allow a 
valuable consideration for such, earth as should be taken for 
repair of such bank. (Collins, id., citing Dugdale's History 
of Imiankmg and Draining, p. 246.) 

In 1306, Alexander de Walepol, probably the same man, 
granted lands to the prior and convent of Westacre. (Inq. 
ad quod damnum, 34 Ed. I., No. 136.) 

And in 1307, 35 Ed. I., Alexander de Walpol and Johanna 
his wife conveyed by fine to John,t the son of Alexander de 
Walpol, junior, a toft and twenty acres of land and ten 

acres of meadow in , who regranted it to them for 

their lives at the yearly rent of a rose, with remainder to 
John the brother of the said John the younger, to hold for 
the life of him the said John the elder : remainder to John 
the younger in fee. {Feet of Fines, Norf,, Ed. I., 1108.) 

In 1310, 3 Edw. II., this Alexander de Walpol by fine 
conveyed twenty-seven acres of land in Tylneye and Wy- 
genhale to John the son of Alexander de Walpole, junior, 
in cojisideration of £20 sterling. {Feet of Fines, Norf, 
Edw. II., No. 142.) 

♦ 1305. Robert Walpole aliened lands (in Wiggenhall St. Mary?) to West 
Acre Priory in 34 Ed. I. (Esch. Norf. 136.) 

t He was probably identical witb the John Walpole, who married Elizabeth, 
daughter of Gilbert de Feche by Isolda his wife, which Elizabeth was great 
granddaughter to Sir Hamo de Peche, who married Alice, daughter and heir of 
Pagan Peveril temp. Hen. I., the founder of Barnwell Abbey near Cambridge. 
(Walpole sq. bk., p. 139, quoting also Cole MSS. yoL xxiii., p. 164, and 
Booth's History of Norfolk, ii., p. 45.) 
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And in 1320, 13 Edw. II., Alexander de Walpol and 
Katherine his wife conveyed by fine two acres and a half of 
land in Wygenhale to Alan Priour, in consideration of 40s. 
{Feet of Finez, Nor/., Edw. II., No. 739.) 

In 1313 Bartholomew de Walpole, son of John de Walpole 
and Catherine his wife, held lands in Walpole ; and in the 
same year, 6 Edw. II., Bartholomew, the son of John de 
Walpol and Katherine his wife, conveyed by fine to Peter 
del Hil, capellanus, an acre and half a rod of land in Walpol. 
{Feet of Fine%, Norf, Edw. II., No. 286.) 

About this time a branch of the family seems to have 
settled in London. 

In 1302 Walter de Walpole was presented as having 
bought three golden rings of one of those who had broken 
into the King's Treasury within the Abbey of Westminster. 
{Kal, and Inv. of the Exchequer, vol. i., p. 251 — 8.) 

In 1332 Thomas de Walpole was found not to be a bastard, 
and had a messuage in Friday Street, London. {Rot Hundred. 
7 Ed. III., 39.) 

And in 1334 Thomas de Walpole, the King's goldsmith, 
sent in a petition to Parliament reciting that he had had a'' 
grant of the wardship of John, son and heir of Henry de 
Helioun, together with {La.) his wards and marriages, and 
that John de Shelton, one of the ward's tenants, had died 
during the ward'iJ minority, and that Walpole claimed the 
wardship of his heir ; also that the . Bishop of Norwich had 
begged such wardship of the King and had paid a fine for it, 
upon which Walpole prays an investigation, and that the 
wardship and marriage in question should be delivered up to 
him. The matter was referred to the Chancery, and the 
Bishop warned to be there, and justice and reason was to be 
done by the Chancellor. {Petitions to Parliament, 8 Ed. III., 
No. 11.) 

He was probably the father of Bichard and Adam de

"Walpole, who in 1346 had a grant of the offices of coiners 
of the king's money of gold and silver as fully and amply 
as Simon de Berkyng formerly had. (And vide Pat Moll, 
20 Ed. III., pt. 2, mem. 5.) 

In 1327 Adam de Walpole occurs as a juror in London. 
{Memoirs of London and London Life in the ISfh, lifh, and 
15th Centuries,) 

Adam de Walpole was dead in 1349, when the king 
granted to John Bullneys a messuage with shops in the 
parish of St. John Zacharie, in the City of London, late of 
Adam Walpol deceased. (Orig. Roll, 23 Ed. III.) A similar^ 
grant of premises, presumably the same, was made 25 Ed. III. 
to Eoger de Bello Campo. {Orig, Roll, 25 Ed. III.) 

1323, 16 Ed. II., Simon de Walpol by fine conveyed a 
messuage, thirty-three acres of land, five acres of pasture, 
and 3s. 6d. rent in Riston juxta Fordham to WiUiam de 
Walpol, parson of the church of Chavele, who regranted the 
same to him and the heirs of his body, with remainder to 
William de Aleresfeld and his heirs. {Feet of Fines, Norf, 
Ed. II., No. 900.) 

In 1377 Adam de Houghton became Lord Chancellor. 
The question arises, was he not a Walpole? Little seem- 
ingly is known of him, except that he was Bishop of St. 
David's. Ecclesiastics frequently took their names from 
their birthplaces, and not infrequently dropped their paternal 
surnames with a sort of mock humility on attaining any 
dignity. The Walpoles were an ecclesiastical family, and 
though I find four Adams among them prior to this date, 
none cotemporary with the bishop himself. 

In 1377, 1 Richard II., Edmund de St. Omer sued John 
Walpol of Est rodham for 100s. (Vide Le Banco Roll, 
Hilary, 1 Rich. II., mem. 151 d.) 
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In 1378 John Walpol, "civis and sissor London," and 
Hugh Fastolf, "burgensis et mercator. de Magna Jeme- 
mutha," are mentioned in Norfolk suits at memb. 251 and 
255 of the De Banco Roll for Hilary 1 Rich. I. 

In 1380 Richard de Walpool, tailor, was admitted to the 
freedom of the city of Norwich. {Freedom Booh) 

In 1392 John Walpole was Vicar of Methwold. (Blom. 
Norf, i., p. 511.) 

In 1397 William Walpole was elected Prior of Ely, 10th 
August, and resigned soon after 1401. 
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
